The Indian Tassels, paid tie forfeit of his life according, to tiro 
demand of the Saw, whirl) lie had violated. A writ of error to stay 
the proceedings of the Superior court in that case had been sanc- 
tioned by the i'iiief .Justice, and like t lie citation to the Governor, 
sent through the Post Cilice to ihe officer, whose conduct it was in- 
tended to ciitroi, (hereby cvinoinjr the disposition not only to dis- 
regard the iogheM powers of the State, but to trifle with its officers, 
by attempting io de'ter them from the discharge o.f what was neces- 

Y«'ithin a. lea- deys nfier die execution af Tassels, a letter was re- 
ceived fro m John iha--, in which iie sta'es, thai. ti:e Cherokees were 
about to apply io the Supreme Court of die U. States, for an in- 
junction to Vest rain the State frorn.exereising jurisdiction over them. 
This letter was accompanied by a printed, paper without signature, 
purporting to' be a bill in equity brought by the Cherokee .tuition a- 
gainst ;!ic Stale of 'Georgia. 

Li a previous message !o the Legislature, I inn!,. expressed the o- 
pinioa that the State cap !d net consistently with a proper respect 
tor its own sovereign rights, become a party before any court for the 
determination of.the question, whether it had the power of subject- 
inrthe people who reside, within its acknowledged limits, to the 
operation of its laws. That opinion having remained unchanged, 
no official notice was taken of this proceeding. The Supremo 
Court however took jurisdiction of the case, but finally dismissed it 
ir,iO!! the ground tbat the Cherokees were not a foreign nation. 

In making this decisioiMpe court thought proper to depart from, 
the discussion uf the particular point belbie it, to express opinions 
exceedingly disrespectful to tins State, injurious to its rights, cal- 
culated to thwart the 'policy of 'the General Government, and to keep 
alive the excitement which has arisen out of the conduct of our In- 
dian affairs. 

The court affirms, that no case could be-better calculated to ex- 
cite its sympathy, than the conduct of Georgia to the Cherokees: 
that they Sieve been continually deprived of their lauds, until ihcy at 
oreseut retain no more than is' uccess.iry.for their comfortable sub- 
si=t"nee that 'diejc form a St ate eaixd !e of governing themselves: 
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that the acts of the irnvernmetit recognize tin in to iio a Stale ; and 
that the. courts are bound by those acts, that they have tire unques- 
tionable ii:i<! hitherto unquestioned right to tin,- hinds which they oc- 
cupy, and intonate toihem \ litjt it will redress their wrongs when 
the application :s made in proper form. 

Permit mo to cu?3 your attention briefly to these several stvue- 
_ments of the court. 

And whjit wrong h is Georgia done to its Indian poonlo, to call 
for this extraordinary sympathy of the cieirt ! Thev are in the 
peaceable possession of their occupant rights, lot; oders haw been 
removed from tmini;;' I hern by severe oeod laws. tXoue of the 
burdens of government have been imposed upon ihetn. Instead of 
being reduced to a remnant of hind not more than sufficient f.o their 
comfortable subsistence, they are in the possession of near live Mil- 
lions of acres in this State alone, of which (he aborigines do not cul- 
tivate more than five thousand. Thev ore i;idee<l becoming mote 
and more destitute, ivit hovriver, from want of land, hut because 
their - reotio. is unsuitable feu; the improvement and happiness of 
an Indian people. 

Is it true that the Chemkeos have an uncpmsiiouubl.-- a-inl hhher- 
to unquestioned- right to die buds which they occupy? These 
lands form portions of the territory of the ."Mates of i\ : . enh-hna, 
Tennessee, Alabama, ■and. Georgia, That portion which is hi Ten- 
nessee iv as ceded by r,nrt!i-Curoiiua to the II it. a] Slates, upon the 
express condition, thai it should form a common fisnd -for the hene- 
iit of the Union, and be. applied to the payment of the public debt. 
That portion which is in Alabama, was sold to the United States 
by tins State, far a valuable consideration, a-'d befqre any attemp'c 
had been made to extinguish the title of the Indians, or to exercise 
jurisdiction oyer them. In consequence of which sale it was made 
a conditio!) of lite admission r.f the' State of Alabama into the Un- 
ion, that it shouh' disclaim any title to the Indian lands within its 
limits, the United States declaring- by law that it hud the side and 
exclusive power to dispose of them. The 1 United States has ac- 
knowledged that this State has both the right of soil and jurisdic- 
tion over that portion which is within its limits. 

It is difficult to conceive of any proposition tending to more ab- 
surd consequences, than that laid down by the court, that any In- 
dian tribe with which the United States forms contracts, to which 
the term treaty may be affixed, becomes a nation capable^ of govern- 
"ing itself, and, entitled to the recognition of the courts, as Slates. — 
It would bring into being hundreds of-States, utterly incapable of 
self defence, or exercising one attribute of National Sovereignty. — 
If the opinion of t^ie court be correct, then ail the territory which, 
was acquired by the original thirteen provincial governments of va- 
rious Indian tribes, is yet the property of the aborigines, because 
the treaties by which it was obtained were invalid, not having been 
made by the Ring of Great Britain, who alone had the power of 
enterinir into national eomoaets. 



Another difficulty equally embarrassing, would nrise out of oiil". 
relations with the Cherokees themselves. A few years a<ro, the U. 
Stiit.es renuved n portion of that tribe lo the West of tlw> Mississippi 
and placed t|iem upon the public land, and have since made several 
treaties with them. Which is now ihe Cherokee nation, the In- 
dians who reside on the lauds of the United States, or those within 
Georgia 1 tint wltatever obligations the United- States may have' 
incurred by its contracts with the Cherokees, it has no constitution- 
tiJ authority to limit or ir any manner alter the territorial rights, 
which belong to this \ State, when it became a member ef the 
#nion. 

Upon no subject has there been more misrepresentation than in 
relation to the jrovernment rrf the CheroUees, and the civilization of 
the people of that tribe. Upon examination it wil! be found that. 
that the aboriginal people are as ignorant, thoughtless and improvi- 
dent as formerly, without any of the spirit and character which dis- 
tinguished them when war was their employment, and their support 
derived from the forest. That none of them in this State, with the 
exception of one family, have acquired property, or been at. ail bcue- 
-fittt'd by the improvements which have been made by others among 
them : That the Chief, th>; President of the Council, the Judges-, 
■Marshal and Sheriffs, and most other persons concerned in the ad- 
ministration of the Government, ore the descendants of Europeans, 
nnc! many of them citizens of this and the adjoining States : and 
that the Indians instead of living under their awn simple usn«e and 
customs, have been compelled to submit to a system of laws and 
police, wholly uivsuited to their condition. 

Immediately after the law was passed, authorizing the formation 
Qt" a guard, forty mounted men were organized undor the direction, 
pf active and intelligent commanders, and stationed within the terri- 
tory occupied by the Cherokees, with orders to pi event trespasses 
npim the Gold Mines, to suppress the authority of the Indian Chiefs; 
mid to remove all white men from among the Cherokees, who did 
not obtain licenses to continue their residence as required by Jaw. 
-T!."s duty has been performed in a manner which hasreflected great 
credit on the guard and its commanders, and rendered the most es- 
sential service to the State. The difficulty of removing lawless per- 
sons from the mines, proved to be greater than had been at lirst an- 
ticipated, and was only overcome by the use of the most vigorous 
measures. The Mines are howev«r sittiated so far apartfrom each 
other, that it has been found impossible to prevent occasional tres- 
passes upon them. This can only be prevented by harm" then*, 
.worked under the authority of the State. 

An unexpected difficulty has been placed in the way of an effi*- 
cient protection of the mines, in the decision which has been lately- 
made by the Judge of the iVestern circuit, that the law which mix* 
ders it penal for Indians to dig far gold is unconstitutional. It hav. 
ingbeen made the special duty of the Governor, to take possession 
of the mines, and to defend them from trespass, and having no 
doubt about the constitutionality of thclare, I considered myself com- 
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pelted to obey its. Teoniiremcnts. Orders were Ttccordingly given te 
the guard, to arrest all persons who might attempt to dig for gold,, 
leaving it to the judiciary otheers to commit or discharge ns they- 
uiigbt think proper. These orders huve as yet prevented intru- 
sions. This will not however continue to "be the case, if it should 
he ascertained that the law may he violated with impunity. There 
is also reason toapprchend, that the decision of the court has thrown 
an almost insuperable obstacle in the way of the efforts, which are 
now making by the United States, to induce the Cherokecs to emi- 
grate. 

Of tli e white men who have been residing among the Cherokee*.; 
.two hundred and three have taken the oath to support the Consti- 
.iutio.u and laws of the State, and received licenses to continue their 
residences. A most obstinate and perverse opposition has been 
made to the authority of the State, l»y certain persons representing 
themselves to he religous Missionaries, and particularly those who 
.have acted under the direction of the Board of Foreign Missions in 
Boston. Although souse sectarian zeal was fur the moment excited 
through various misrepresentation*; of the conduct of the government 
jo wards these men, it soon passed away, wheu it was discovered 
that they hud been ds actively opposed to the policy of the General 
.Government, as to t lie enforcement of the laws of Georgia; that 
they had been treated with great forbearance : and that they were 
the mere instruments in the hands of others, of promoting and ex- 
tending party strife, ft is an honorable distinction that belongs to 
our country, that its citizens are neither prescribed for their religious 
opinions, nor protected by them from punishment for arime,— ». 
Twelve persons have been convicted for illegal residence, and seu~ 
.tenced to confinement in the Penitentiary. They have all been 
pardoned upon the condition that they would not »<rain offend a-* 
gainst the laws, except two of the agents of the Boston Board, 
who refused -to be -the subjects of Executive Glemcncy, upon such, 
terms. 

The onforeernent of the Cherokee laws, has been completely sup* 
pressed within this State. Mo disposition has however been ovine-. 
ed on the part of the Indians, to become members of our eonnnniii-.- 
ty. The ma?s of the people are indeed not prepared for it, and 
would no doubt have long since accepted the offers of the United 
.States Government, to -give them possession of a territory tothe West 
of the Mississippi, in exchange for their present occupant rights, 
hut for the controlling influence of a class among them, almost ex- 
clusively made up of the descendants of the whites; and even that. 
class would perhaps before this time have consented to remove, but 
for the support and encouragement which they hrv'e received from 
different parts of oar country, and the importance which their 
leaders huve acquired, by be'mg-made the instruments of excising 
the people to oppose the measures of their Government, and direct-. 
ing popular resentment against those who administer it. Tin; Mate 
owes it to itself, to put an end to this state of things, so-far as it can 
!je done consistently with the rights of the aborigines.

The law for survey in a' tin: Cherokee Territory . into sections ana 
districts, has been execmed without' iSiiTivulty. One of the survey^ 
<;rs (f!tsi;. Li. Huirip-.'-e,') faded to perform ihe duiy assigned 1dm. — 
His bond M'fiia'itis to he r-ued u ; >'' i : i for the reiurn of the ;>ub!ic mo- 
ney, which he received and has not accounted for. 

The Territory surveyed hasM>een organize! by the election of 
two Justices of the Peace and two Constables in eacii Section. — 
The e mean:- however are entirely inadequate for the execution of 
t'he laws', or the preservation of order. Tin; formation of a county 
to be composed of ail tile Territory occupied by the Cherokees with- 
in the State, and v. hich now forms parts of the Counties of Carrol!, 
Delvalb, Gwinnett, II all and Habersham, is perhaps fi necessary 
measure to give protection to the rights of the people and bring into 
subordination those of the Cherokees who may otherwise- disregard 
the authority of the Government. 

Tin': Airent who we..; appointed to rent the possessions relinquish. 
cd by Indian ium ! trr;i:- is, has performed that service. According to 
his report the number of Lessees are ninety-six, and the rent con- 
tracted to be paid for the vear, seven thousand six hundred and six 
dollar- 

Any attempt to remove the Cherokees during the pendency of 
of their application to (ha Supreme Court, was considered useless. 
The opinions expressed by the Court in making its decision, and 
the use which was made of them,- rendered it highly improbable 
that the General Government could treat- successfully with the 
Chiefs. From information derived from various sources, I was con- 
vinced that the Cherokees could not under existing circumstances 
be removed except by individuals and families. 'Letters were ac- 
cordinsrly addressed to the President and Secretary of War, ni'gino' 
the adoption' of this plan, and the rijiht of the State to have the In- 
dians removed from within its limits independently of the successor 
propriety of. the general policy of the U. S., as an act ofjn.it ice arising 
from the contract of 1802. You will perceive in the President's 
answer, his strong desire to gratify the wishes of the State. — 
Through some oversight in the War Department, the necessary in- 
structions were not made out for opening the . offices of emigration, 
until the present distinguished head of that Department came into 
office. You will find in the papers which are laid before you, the 
fullest evidence that the President is now using all the means placed 
at his command to induce the Cherokees peaceably to relinquish 
their occupant rights. There is little doubt hut that success will 
be the result of his measures if supported in the proper manner by 
the authorities of this State. Permit me particularly to recommend, 
that vou pass resolutions authorizing the President to grant rcserva-

\et been extinguished, it will he uecc ssui-y for \ on t-> determine 
Whether any, or : what further legislation shall be had upon tins sub- 
ject. Permit me most respectfully to express the opieiun, that the 
'condition upon which that law was to go into operation. ought not 
to be repealed. If it should, and the Cherokee lands distributed r 
cording to its provisions, the effect would lie, to depn 
population entirely of their possessions without their consent run 
without any equivalent. The character of the- Stem, the^ interest 
of the Union, respect for public opinion, and :he n:;hts^ of the In- 
dians, forbid that so gross an act of injustice should be com- 
mitted. 

-Although the rights (if soil and jurisdiction ; 
sovereignty which belonged to the State when it lee: 
and with which it has never parted, and in the e:a 
cannot be constitutionally controlled by the United Slates, it does 
not follow that those rights authorize the State to place the In- 
dians beyond its protection, or lo take from them their possessions, 
to be distributed exclusively among another pert'e n of its popula- 
tion. 

Copies of Resolutions passed by the Legislatures of several of the 
States, upon subjects of General concern, are lead before you. — 
Your attention is particularly called to those from Massachusetts and 
Connecticut, charging this State with the design of dissolving the 
Union, because of its express determination not to permit the Su- 
preme Court to control its jurisdiction over crimes committed with- 
in its limits. It is much to be regretted that the prejudices and un- 
friendly feelings which have (Already been excited among the people 
of different sections of our country, by jarring and local interests, 
should he embittered by unnecessary intermeddling of one State 
with the affairs of another. In what Georgia lias done, and what 
Massachusetts and Connecticut condemn, others have only perceiv- 
ed the, fixed resolve of the State to sustain its constitutional rights. 
Georgia has claimed no right' to nullify (in the verbiage of the 
day) the Acts of the General Government, and oely demands an 
exemption .from attempts to control its authority whilst exercised 
upon such subjects as arc within its exclusive jurisdiction. 

In the month of May last, the whole of the interior buildings of 
the Penitentiary were consumed by fire, together with a large quan- 
tity of its manuftietured articles and raw materials. The guard bv 



*vAe nsMM^nce off the citizens of this place and the officers of the In- 
ptituiiuM, were emibled to preve^tlm escape of unv of the Conviclf. 
They were immediately employed by the .lireelioii of the Inspector^ 
in preparing teuipory prisons and work shops, ill removing the 
•wulU and rubbish of the destroyed building and in aiding the e- 
tc( lion of ti!U for solitary confinement. In consequence" of thi? 
■;ijiph(tatioii of the labor if the convicts and the loss of the material^ 
■v. inch had been prepared for manufacture and which could not he. 
i-tsddy supplied, the amount of sales during the past year havebeeit 
Very small and wholly insufficient to support the institution. Seven- 
ty-five cells for solitary confinement have been nearly completed,^-;. 
They are constructed of the most durable materials, and ih such 
fiuiuner'ns effectually to prevent the communication of tlie prisoar 
-<ys with each other, their escape, and all future risk from fire. 

From indications of public opinion in various parts of the State, 
•since the destruction of tlie buddings of the Penitentiary, there i^ 
no doubt but ihat an effort will be made duringyour present session, 
to abandon the systi m of Penitentiary punishment altogether, — 
The well being of our community is deeply concerned in the course 
which you may pursue. The Penitentiary has as yet been encoun- 
tering the difficulties which are necessarily .attendant upon all great 
iitnl ium:l undertakings. lis officers have been unexperienced, the 
buildings unfit for the purposes for which they were designed, and 
ii3 entire police exceedingly defective. Instead of being fostered 
as a favorite institution by the State, it has met with constant oppo- 
sition, ft ought not therefore to be matter of surprise, that it has 
not produced the entire good effects that were anticipated from it 
The question for your determination should not be, whether you 
will abandon the Penitentiary on account of its present defects, but 
Ywhethef it cannot be so improved as to. prevent the commission oj 
crimes with more certainty than public whipping, pillory, branding 
imprisonment in the common jails and hanging. ' 

It is objected to the Penitentiary that it has been a continued ei* 
pense to the State. Admitting this to be true, Ought the expend!* 
tli re of a few thousand dollars annually to be a matter of any cOffe 
3ideratio.11 to the Legislature, in adopting the best means of presets 
jnv the reputation, lives, property and personal liberty of ererymefif* 
ber of the corotmjnity, from the lawless attacks of the vicious and 
violent? From the result of the alterations which were made in 
the government of the Penitentiary three years ago and what ba« 
be< ■■* effected in similar institutions in other States, it is confidently" 
believed that this objection n>ay b» removed altogether. 

It has also been urged against the Penitentiary, that it has noV 
.Wcceeded i» reforming convicts. It may Well be doubted whether 
human institutions can effect much in transforming vicious into- 
virtuous men. But whatever might be effected in reforming con- 
victs, we have had no reason tf> expect any such consequence from 
our Penitentiary, because until the appropriation for buildins- cells 
for solitary confinement, its manner of punishment was only c- ] 
Jutted. t«k corrupt a«d degrade- them. All classes have been pin to"

proved model, that the number of cells for solitary confmcmei 

which have been directed to be built be completed; and that tl 

necessary laws for rendering its police effective be passed. ] 

addition" to the appropriation whichrwill be required for .this pa 

pose, a further sum will be wanting for the purchase of materia 

for manufacture and the immediate support of the Institution. 

The bill which was passed at your last session to regulate the i 
tcrnal police of the Penitentiary, was considered tmconstitutiom 
and therefore not signed. The reasons for withholding my sign 
ttire, together with copies of the bill, accompany this message. 

The members of the Guard of the Penitentiary, arc at present ti 
der no control, because the law which directs the manner of tlu 
punishment cannot be enforced. I would therefore recommei 
that you define specifically what acts of the members of the Guai 
as such, shall be made criminal, affix to them their proper punis 
ment, and subject them- to the Jurisdiction of the Superi 
Court. 

The resolutions which passed at your last session authorizing t 
to appoint a Board to be composed of three officers, whose duty 
should be to review the Militia Laws r and recommend such altei 
tions as they might consider nece'ssary to establish a correct syste: 
by some inadvertence faded to receive the signatures of the office 
of the House of Representatives, and could not therefore be carri 
iuto effect. 



The returns of the Brigade Inspector? and reports from other of- 
ficers shew, that the militia is in a state of disorganization through- 
out the State. The prevalence of the opinion that no effective dis- 
cipline can be acquired in time of peace, from militia trainings, has 
created among the people such an indisposition to submit to the re- 
quirements of the present laws, as to render it very doubtful whether 
any additional enactments could be enforced. I would therefore 
suggest for your consideration whether, instead of devising new 
plans for improving and enforcing discipline, good policy does not. 
require the repeal of the provisions which experience has shewn can- 
not be executed*beneficially, particularly their present hnrrassing 
and useless penalties, and "that the whole system be rendered as 
simple and as easily executed as possible. An enrollment of all 
persons able to bear arms with an annual review in each county, 
would it is believed answer all the purposes of a militia system in 
time of peace, and especially if additional encouragement should be 
given to the formation of volunteer corps. It is not intended by 
this recommendation to impugn the truth of the maxim, that the 
militia of this country form its surest defence. The truth of that 
maxim does not depend upon the superior discipline which the mi- 
litiii can by any training acquire over regular troops, but the 
persevering spirit and patriotism with which the citizens of a gov- 
ernment whp enjoy the advantages of civil and political liberty, will 
always defend their rights. The question which is presented to you 
is, whether the burdens of the present militia system, when consider- 
ed in connection with its inefficiency, does not detract more from 
the value of our privileges, than any knowledge of the art of war it 
communicates, adds to their security. 

2 feel it my duty to call your attention specially to the necessity of 
reforming the constitution, by equalizing the representation of the 
people, and reducing the number of the members of the Legislature. 
In theory all admit that the people are entitled to a general equali- 
ty of political power, as the surest means of securing to erery one an 
equality of civil rights. From the acquisition of additional territo- 
ry and the division of the original counties, the rule of representation, 
fixed by the constitution, has become so unequal that one-third of 
the people are now in the enjoyment, through their representatives, 
of an equal power in the government of the Stale, to the other two- 
thirds. Most of the counties which have thus acquired an undue 
proportion of power, are in the same section of the state, which, 
from its climate and soil, must always be sparsely populated, so that 
the inequality of representation which exists at present, must con- 
tinue to increase. It is true, that no very injurious consequences 
have, as yet, proceeded from this inequality, because it has been 
brought about gradually, and has not until very lately been the sub- 
ject of public attention and interest. Factions, sectional jealousies, 
partial laws and the unequal distribution of the public funds, must 
result from the present state of things, if the minority continue to 
oppose with success the expressed will of the people for the restora- 
tion of the constitution to its true principles. The public good 
therefore requires that an alteration should be effected as soon as 
possible. According to the constitution at the time of its formation" 
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the Senate was composed of tv.enty-fonr members and the House of 
•Representatives of sixty-two. At present t!:e Senate has seventy 
ei«h,t members and the House one hundred and forty-two. The 
consequences of this change have been an increased expenditure for 
the support of the gnvenimeiit, mnnn'oiN local and private laws, 
various inconsistent provisions in the trem.r.d laws, and an uncer- 
tain and varying policy in the, conduct of public affairs. It is spe- 
cially necessary that the present organization of the Senate shoald 
be so altered as to reduce the number, of its members to vt hat it was 
originally, and thereby make that body an efficient check upon use- 
less and improvident legislation, and destroy the united action which 
now takes place between the Senator and Representatives of the 
counties, and produces our vast superiinity of local and p.ivate laws. 
If two-thirds of the Legislature cannot be induc<d to vote for an a- 
mendmeut of the Constitution, according to the expressed will of 
ihe people upon this subject, I would recommend that it be referred 
to the people themselves, and that resolutions he passed advising 
them to elect members to a convention for that purpose. 

The Coii2T£=s of the United Slates bavins: failed at its last scssiou 
to accept the terms |wp.ved by the Le^iMuture for the ascertain- 
ment of the dividing line between this Sl;>te and the territory of 
Florida, 1 proceeded to cause thatline to be run by two commission- 
ers, an artist and surveyor, as directed by your resolutions. The 
President was informed of the time and place of their meeting to en- 
ter upon the discharge of this duty, and in answer stated his inten- 
tion of laying the subject before Congress at its next session. 

The Commissioners after the most accurate examination of the 
different streams which form the River St. iMary's, and the surround- 
ing country, came to the conclusion upon evidence which is believ- 
ed to be perfectly satisfactory, that the head of the St. Mary's, as 
defined in tite treaty of 1795, was to be found at the source of its 
middle or western branch, that stream being iouper, having more 
water and agreeing better with contemporaneous opinion than either 
of its branches. The quantity of land between the line run by the 
Commissioners and that from the junction of the Chattaboochie and 
Flint rivers, to the place designated by Eilicott and the Spanish 
Commissioners, for the head of the St. Mary's, is one million three 
hundred thousand acres. Most of it is exceedingly sterile, but in- 
tersected occasionally with tracts of very productive soil. Much of 
that which is valuable has been already sold and granted by the U. 
States. It will therefore be necessary for you to have the title tried, 
and to direct the manner in which the territory is to be disposed of, 
if the determination shall be in favor of the State. 

You are referred to the reports of the Superintendents for an ac- 
count of the extent of road which has been made by the public 
hands. The expenditures of the superintendents for the three first 
quartersofthepresentyearhaveamountedtothesum $17,518 60. It 
is estimated, that the annual appropriation of £20,000 will prove de- 
ficient by the sum of $3000. This deficiency should be supplied ns 
soon as possible 



This State lias as yet made no exertions U> profit by the great 
improvements which have been late 1 y made in the means of trans- 
portation. Considerable interest has been manifested by the peo- 
ple during the past year upon this subject, which it is hoped will 
lead to some practical and beneficial result. 

' I would recommend to your favorable consideration a communi- 
cation which has been received from a citizen of Hall county, a 
copy of which accompanies tms Message, giving a detailed state- 
ment of the present difficulties which obstruct the navigation of the 
upper part of the Chaitahoochic river, an estimate of the expenses 
of removing them, and the advantages that would result therefrom. 
Without adopting entirely , the views presented in that communica- 
tion, I would observe that the productions of that portion of the 
State, which is situated upon the head waters of the Savannah and 
Chattahoochic rivers, consist of corn, wheat, tobacco, iron and lime, 
all heavy articles which lose a larsje portion of their value from the 
great cost of carrying them to market, anp cannot therefore, be made 
to add their proper proportion to the wealth of the State, or offer 
the full reward for industry,*until the present mean* of transporta- 
tion are improved. 

During the last summer' the Creek Indians on the borders of this 
State, became infected with the Small Pox. The great alarm which 
was excited a.nonfj the people, lest the contagion should extend to 
them, was increase*! from the circumstance that the Indians were 
at that time in a starving condition, and pressing into our limits, par- 
ticularly the town of Columbus, to procure the means of subsist- 
ence. 

Various quarantine regulations were adopted by the authorities 
of that town, to prevent all intercourse between its inhabitants and 
the persons who were diseased or had been exposed to contagion. 

These proceedings were sanctioned by this department, as were 
similar proceedings, adopted by the Justices of the inferior court of 
Troup county. The expenses incurred have amounted to the sum 
of $904 46. Copies of all the papers upon this subject, are here- 
with communicated. 

The laws for the regulation of quarantine, and to prevent the 
spreading of contagious diseases, arc s.o indefinite, that it was found 
exceedingly difficult to determine what duty they imposed upon 
this department. 

The liberality of the Legislature in adding to the endowment of 
the College, has enabled the Trustees to replace the building which 
>vag destroyed during the last year, contract for the erection of a 
i'hapel sufficient for the accommodation of the numerous visitors 
"xi.Q attend the annua College commencement, create two addi- 
tional Professorships, and fill one which was vacant. There is every 
"?ason to hope that the St.vo will be amrilv repaid for the support 



Hindi u ins thus gifen Mils prin< ipi.i f f miliary of teaming, ir. 
the improved capacity of its young men to serve the public faithful- 
ly and with ability. 

The Trustees have been very much embarrassed by the legal re- 
quirement that they should board arju educate at the College one 
poor yeutli from each county, en account of the failure of the Le- 
gislature to provide the necessary funds for that purpose. 

The Academic and Poor School Funds continue to be paid away 
from the Treasury, without any security that they will he applied 
properly to effect the object, for which they are appropriated. In- 
deed we appear to have beer; expending the public money more 
with the view 'if expressing our conviction of the importance of edu- 
cation", to a free people, than of uctuaiiv securing its advantages. — 
We have been paying sums to Academics that h ive only an ideal 
existence, and for tiic education of the poor, where such a class can 
scarcely be said to. exist, and when all require its advantages. — 
The annual reports of the Trustees of these funds prove that they 
have rendered no public benefit, at all, equivalent to the amount 
which lias been expended, notwithstanding that there have been 
particular instances of the very useful application of both. It may 
well be doubted whether the present plan of appropriating the pnb- 
lic funds to the purposes of education is not radically defective. — ■' 
If the people are to be educated at the public, expense, ought no: 
.primary schools to be establishment in every district and made com- 
mon to all the children of the State. 

The laws upou several subjects of general interest have become, 
so multiplied, and in some instances so contradictory in their provis- 
ions, e.s to render a careful revisal of them exceedingly necessary.— 
I would call your attention particularly to the defects of our plec-r 
•lion laws. Of the thousands of election returns annually received 
at this Department, scarcely one is made in exact conformity with 
the law. . There have been one hundred laws passed upon this sub- 
ject, during the last six years, each varying in its provisions from 
the other, without any conceivable object. Perhaps the multiplici- 
ty and contrariety of their enactments cannot be more strikingly ex- 
emplified than from the fact that eighteen different degrees of pun- 
ishment were prescribed for the same offence in the laws passed -at 
one session ; and that by the law of the last session directing the 
election of surveyors in each county to survey the Cherokee territo- 
ry, the Superintendents were directed to make returns under their 
hands and sjals, and that in the seventy-six returns which have been 
-received, the law has not been complied with in a single instance. — 
The daty of this Department in determining upon the legality of 
elections, is thus rendered exceedingly laborious and difficult. If 
no commissions are signed except upon the evidence that i lections 
are held in Strict conformity with law, the counties will be without 
officers, and if a different course is pursued, the law becomes nuga- 
tory. The best remedy for these difficulties would seem to be the 
substitution of one general law, of simple and explicit requirements, 
for all that are now in force upon this subject. 



In compliance with ilni request of th? Legishitu 'c, I addressed* 
letter to the Stockholders of the Darieu Bank, asking them to state 
upon what terms they were willing to dispose of their stock to the 
State. The copy of that letter, together with the answers received, 
are herewith communicated. The offers of sale have been but 
lew, ai d B nt hut verv* small discount. It is believed tliat. the pur- 
chase upon any terms would be an exceedingly unprofitable appli- 
cation of the public funds. 

I transmit copies of the Reports which have been received from 
the different Banks. 

The notes of our Domestic Banks farm at present the entire cir- 
culating- medium of the State. It is therefore of great importance 
both to" the Government, and the people, that their issues should be 
so regulated and controlled as to prevent the evils of a vicious cur* 
>e'ncy» Notwithstanding our staple productions have been constant- 
ly declining in price for the last ten years, the number of our Batiks 
have been as regularly increasing. And at no time heretofore lias 
Banking privileges been more eagerly sought after, than at present, 
when our staple commodities are reduced to the lowest .price at 
M'liicb they can be produced. There is some reason -to apprehend 
that the desire for the increase of Banks proceeds ns in u eh from 
the spirit of speculation, which th-e universal habit of trading upon 
credit, has created among our people, as the necessity for an addi- 
tional quantity of currency to represent the circulating wealth of 
the country. Whilst i.!:e Government is conferring-upon particular 
corporations the exclusive right of issuing notes to supply the place 
of specie, it ought assuredly to protect the interest of the people 
from the improper exercise of such a privilege. It will be perceiv- 
ed bv an examination of the Bank Reports of the pnsent and seve- 
ral preceding years, that the issues of each Bank and the whole col- 
lectively, have been more than double the amount of specie in their 
vaults. Every Bank may therefore be considered unable to redeem 
its notes, in specie, upon any sudden and general demand. The 
community is not at present suffering any particular injury front 
this st"ite of things, because of the regularstateof our home &foreign 
market, & theundistnrhed quiet of the country. Convulsions in trade 
will however take place at some time. Upon the first general de- 
mand for specie, the Banks must press their debtors, curtail their 
issues, and perhaps stop payment, and thus bring ruin upon many, 
and distress upon the whole people. 

'■ It is well worthy of your consideration, whether some precaution 

cannot be used against the occurrence of evils of such magnitude. 

For this purpose permit me to suggest to you the policy of making 1 
the Banks subject to the payment of a large per cent, upon all sums 
of their notes, the payment of which may be demanded by the hold- 
er, (not being the agent of any other Bank or corporation,) in spe- 
cie, which they omit, or refuse to comply with. 
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** however, ibis remedy might not be very effective, Untfl th 



;\ il to be prevented was actually felt, 1 would specially recomnieiTi: 
;hat you prohibit the circulation, after a certain length of time, of all 
Bank notes under the value of five dollars. The effect of this ineas- 
jre will be to make gold and silver to supply the place of the notes, 
which will be thus excluded from circulation, create a constant sup- 
ply of specie in the country, and thereby enable the Banks through 
their debtors to meet occasional pressures upon them for specie, and 
to render the whole currency whether of Bank notes or coin, of c- 
iiuaf value. That part of the community whose money must always 
be in small notes, who have but little knowledge of the state of the 
Hanks or the genuineness of their bills, would by this measure be in 
some decree secured from forgeries and failures, from which they 
must always surfer more in proportion to their means than other 
classes «»f the community, so ioug as Bank notes form the exclusive 
currency of the State. 

The doubt which is entertained of the constitutionality of the law 
which creates the Central Bank, on account of the authority which 
it gives to the Directors to issue Bills, would justify an alteration of 
the law in that respect. The Slate would also derive from such a 
measure an additional security against attempts to make- issues ol 
the Bank correspond rather with the demands of the people for mo- 
ney, than the quantity of public funds in its possession. 

A statement of the warrants drawn upon the Treasury during the 
past year, is laid before you. 

A splendid Map and Atlas of the State of New York, has been by 
the direction of its Legislature, presented to Georgia, in a manner 
worthy of the munificence of that State. 

I cannot conclude this Message, without calling your attention to 
the serious public injury which must follow from the number of 
oaths which are required to be administered by our laws. No truth 
is better tested by experience than that oaths lose their proper effect 
upon the consciences and conduct of most men, y iu proportion to 
the frequency of their repetition. And yet v.e continue to divest 
them of their sanctity, by requiring them to he taken upon all occa- 
sions, and for the most trivial purposes. Tim consequences must 
necessarily be increasing immorality, and the general insecurity 01 
all public and private rights, the preservation of which in any man- 
ner depend upon the testimony of witnesses. The extent of the 
evil demands an immediate and adequate remedy. 

With the strongest desire of maintaining the honor and rights of 
the State, and promoting the hap.piness of its people, these various 
■matters are submitted to your consideration,

Andrew Jackson be, and he is hereby nominated a candidate for 
the Presidency of the United States at the next election, and that he 
be, and is hereby respectfully recommended to the States of the 
confederacy, as the citizen best qualified for the duties and solemn 
responsibilities of that high trust.

call oat a military force to protect surveyors in the discharge of their 
duties, and to provide for the punishment of persons who may pre- 
vent or attempt to prevent any surveyor from performing his duties 
as pointed out by this act, or who shall wilfully cut down and de- 
face any ma.rked trees, or remove any land fmark which may be 
made in persuanee of this act, and to protect the Indians in the 
peaceable possession of their improvements, and of the lots on 
which the same may be situate. 

They have'also agreed to a resolution authorizing and requesting 
the Governor to furnish stationary to the officers of both branches 
of the Legislature for the use of the General Assembly. 

The Senate took up .the report, of the Printing committee of the 
18th inst. and agreed thereto.

I submit to the General Assembly for its consideration, copies of 
ttfo communications received yesterday, purporting to be signed 
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fey Henry Baldwin, Esq. one of the Justices of. the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and to be citations to the State of 
Georgia, to appear in the Supreme Court on the second Monday in 
January next, to shew cause before that tribunal, why two several 
judgments should not be set aside, which have been lately render- 
ed in the Superior court of the county of Gwinnett, against Samuel 
A. Worcester and Elizur Butler, for a violation of an existing law 
of the State, committed within its jurisdictional limits: — also a copy 
of a notice purporting to be signed by William Wirt and John Ser- 
geant, as counsel for Samuel A. Worcester and Elizur Butler, in- 
forming me of an intended application to the Supreme court, for 
a hearing on writs of error, filed by these persons. 

The obvious object of the proceedings to which this notice and 
these citations relate, is to call in (question, arid attempt to over- 
throw that essential jurisdiction of the State, in criminal cases, 
which has been vested by our constitution, in the Superior courts of 
the several counties of the State. 

My respect for the Supreme court of the United States, as a 
fundamental department of the Federal GoverDrr.ent, induces me to 
indulge the earnest hope, that no mandate will ever proceed from 
that court, attempting or intending to controul one of the Sovereign 
States of this Union, in the free exercise of its constitutional, crim- 
inal or civil jurisdiction. " The powers not delegated by the Con- 
stitution to the United States, nor prohibited by it to the States, are 
reserved to the States respectively." Such a controul over our crim- 
inal jurisdiction as these proceedings indicate, it is believed, has 
not been delegated to the United States, and consequently cannot 
he acquiesced in, or submitted to. 

Any attempt to infringe the evident right of a State to govern the 
entire population within its territorial limits, and to punish all offen- 
ces committed against its laws within those limits [due regard be- 
ing had to the cases expressly excepted by the constitution of the 
United States] would be the usurpation of a power never granted 
by the States. Such an attempt, whenever made, will challenge 
the most determined resistance, and if persevered in, vrill inevitably 
eventuate in the annihilation of our beloved Union. 

In exercising the duties of that Department of the Government, 
which devolves on me, I will disregard all unconstitutional requisi- 
tions, of whatever character or origin they may be ; and to the 
best of my abilities, will protect and defend the rights of the State, 
and use the means aiforded to rue, to maintain its laws and consti- 
tution.

lease, exceeding five hundred acres of land in addition to what has 
already been enumerated in the preamble to this act ; and by the 
name of the Georgia Mining Company, they and their succes- 
sors and assigns, may have succession, and shall be in law, capable 
of suing and being sued, defending and being defended, answering, 
and being answered in all courts and judicatures, whatsoever antt 
wheresoever, also, of contracting and heing oontracted with relative 
to the business and purposes for which said incorporation is hereby, 
created, as herein and hereafter described ; and they and their suc-

The windows of the Arsenal are closed by slight shutters, which 
might be demolished in a few minutes, they ought to have iron de- 
fences, either bars or sheets, strongly fixed. 

The door at the North end is no stronger than the window shut- 
ters ; the doors at the South side are somewhat stronger, but should 
be strengthened with iron and secured by strong bars within, in ad- 
dition to the lock and small bolts. 

The windows of the upper stories are weaker than those of the 
lower, they could be easily assailed and entered by means of lad- 
ders. 



The whole should be so strong that an assault would not b* able 
to force it, without much noise and delay, aiTording an opportunity 
of gathering such force as could be assembled for its defence. 

At night it should be under the care of vigilant centinels, regular- 
ly relieved. These suj.'^esiions are deemed sufficient to recommend 
this subject to that share of Legislat.ve consideration, which its im- 
portance demands.

The committee to whom was referred the communication- o£ 
bis Excellency the Governor, transmitting to the General Assem- 
bly, copies of a paper purpoting to be signed by Henry Bald- 
win, E.s<[. one of a the Justices of the Supreme Court of the Uni+ 
ted States, and to he a Citation to the State of Georgia, to appear. 
in the Supreme Court on the second Monday in January next, to 
shew cause before that tribunal, why two several Judgments- 
should not he set aside, which have lately been rendered in the 
.Superior court of the county of Gwinnett, against Samuel A.. 
Worcester and Elizur Butler, for a violation of an existing law of 
the State, committed within its jurisdictional limits; also ot a. pa- 
per purpoting to be a notice, signed by William Wui and John 
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Seargont, as counsel for Samuel A. Worcester Elizur Butler, in- 
forming his Excellency the Governor, of an intended application 
to the Supreme court for a hearing on writs of error filed by said 
Worcester and Butler — 

Beg leave to recommend to the Genera! Assembly, the adoption 
of the following resolutions, viz: 

Resolved, by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Georgia, in General Assembly met, Thatthe act of the last 
Legislature, making it penal, to reside within the limits of the lands 
belonging to the State, in the occupancy of the Cherokee Indians, 
without having taken a licence from the Governor, and without 
taking the oath to support the Constitution and laws of Georgia, 
under which Samuel A Worcester and Elizur Butler, were convict- 
ed at the sitting of the last Superior court of Gwinnett county, 
is not in violation of either the letter or the spirit of the Federal 
Constitution : < 

That the State has right of civil and criminal jurisdiction over 
the whole of the lands within her chartered limits, and that her 
jurisdiction does of right extend to the persons and things within 
these limits. 

That " the powers not delegated by the constitution to the Unit- 
ed States, nor prohibited by it to the States, are reserved to the 
States respectively." And that a right to interfere with and con- 
troul the criminal jurisdiction of the States, has not been delegat- 
ed by the constitution, to the United States or its Courts ; nor is 
the right of exclusive and final jurisdiction in all criminal cases, 
prohibited by the constitution, to the States. 

That by the constitution of the State of Georgia, final and con- 
clusive jurisdiction in criminal cases, is vested in the Superior 
Courts of the several counties of this State ; and when these Courts 
have pronounced the sentence of the law, no Court has the ri^ht 
to re-hear, overrule and reverse their decisions ; or in any way im- 
pede the execution of their decrees. 

That any attempt to reverse the decision of the Superior Court 
of Gwinnetc county, in the case of Samuel A. Worcester and 
Elizur Butler, by the Supreme Court of the United States, will be 
held by this State, as 511 unconstitutional and arbitrary interference 
in the administration of her criminal laws, and will be treated as 
such. 

That the State of Georgia will nqt compromit her dignity, as. a 
•sovereign State, or so far yield her rights as a member of the con- 
federacy, as to appear in, answer to, pr in any way become a par- 
ty, to any proceedings before the Supreme Court, having for their 
object a reversal or interference with' ? the decisions of the State 
Courts in criminal matters.

That his Excellency the Governor, be, and he and every other 
officer of this State, is hereby authorised and requested to disre- 
gard any and every mandate, order, process, or decree, that lias 
been or shall be served upon him or ihcm, purporting to proceed 
from the Chief Justice or any associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, for the purpose of arresting or im- 
peding tiie execution of the sentence of the Stale Courts, in 
criminal cases. 

That his Excellency the Governor, be, and he is hereby author-

tion to be exercised by the Inspectors of the Penitentiary : tlaey 
therefore beg leave to be discharged from the further consideratiou. 
of the matter.

Mr. Nibet, Chairman of the same committee, also uaade by its 
direction, the following report: 

The committee to whom was referred the subject matter <of iLe 
Ogechee iSuvigation Company, respecting the extent of iLfek ii:ieo.r- 
poration, and whether their power and privileges have mot becai for- 
feited, &c. report : 

That said company waslncorporated on the ioih of lice. li : li)„ 
with a grant for the period of 20 years, of the usual privilege audi 
immunities of a corporation — that hy the 5th section, of the act of 
the General Assembly, incorporating said company, it is reqjaired 
that as soon as the President and Directors shall liavebccn eSccte«f t 
and such officers as shall be necessary for carrying on thus hnsi~ 
ness of the said corporatism, they shall proceed to open the river 
Ogechee, from the month of Rocky Comfort, to the juoaih of Ca- 
Hoochee, and to improve the navigation thereof, iu such a maisncr 
as said company shall deem best calculated to promote the ofeeta 
of their association. 

Tlie objeet of the sakl association, being thus cleanly defined in 
tli-s charter, your committee have instituted aa ioonhy into t!«e fact* 
whether said compary has effected the object cootem plated iu their 
charter; and are satisfied that ahhoi gh the stoc.'dioldcxs aas said 
association did elect a President and other officers with ihe view at* 
proceeding to improve the navigation of said river; vet dwy Ijave 
failed to effectuate the intention of 1 heir incorporation. YohV com- 
mittee believe that when exclusive advantages are ejxteanted to lai 
incorporated body by Legislative enactment, to the prevention of 
individual enterprise in the same object, too clase a scrtujnv isata 
their proceedings cannot be instituted, and too much caution camiot 
be adopted, in requiring a strict compliance with the duty volunta- 
rily assumed by the .corporation : tiiat, as monopolies arc ahrnvs 
detrimental to private enterprise iu cases where the privileged par- 
ty is wholly regardless of the obligations assumed, and the public 
sustain injury, it is injustice to the latter, that monopolies should 
continue. 

Yourcommvttee believe that the Ogechee river has not been 
benefitted by the privileges confered on this company, and although 
20 years have elapsed since their incorporation, yet nothing mate- 
rially facilitating the navigation of this river, has been clone by the 
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Your committee conceive that Hie charter to this company lias 
been to He i led ; and that the navigation of the river may be more 
certainly effected if the existing charter be destroyed. They there- 
fore submit and reeomend the adoption of the following bill 

A bill to repeal the several acts granting and extending the char- 
ter of incorporation to the Ogeechee Navigation Company; 

Which was read the first time.

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Be it therefore resolved, That the sum of $75 ba, and the same 
is hereby appropriated to the payment of Isaac Pirtle, James Cou- 
trell, and Allen Blake, for their time and expence incurred in pur- 
suing and bringing to trial Isaiah Gaines, and that the same be in- 
serted in the appropriation act.

On motion of Mr. Cone, 

The Senate reconsidered so much of the Journal of yesterday, as 
relate to laying on the table for the remainder of the session, the 
report and proposed amendments thereto, of the select committee 
on the Petition of sundry citizens, relative to an appropriation for 
building bridges across the Lagoons at Beard's Bluff, on the Atta- 
in aha river. 

Mr. Swain, Chairman of the committee on Petitions, in obedience- 
to the direction of the committee, made the following report : 

The committee on Petitions, to whom was referred the petition- 
of sundry persons of Coweta and Heard counties, for a part of Cow- 
eta county to be added to Heard, have had the said petition under 
consideration, and are of the opinion that the prayer of the petition- 
ers ought not to be granted ; and beg leave to be discharged from 
the furtKer consideration of said petition. 

Which was read and agreed to. 

Mr. Muncrief, Chairman of the committee on Public Education 
and Free Schools, laid upon the table a tabular statement of the 
reports of the several trustees of the poor school fund in the differ- 
ent counties of the State. 

On motion, 

The honorable Senator from the county of Bibb, had leave ofabr 
sence after Monday next, for a few days; and the hon. Senator 
from Muscogee after to-day for a few days als6. 



Agreeably to notice, mr. Stapleton moved for the appointment of 
a committee to prepare and report a bill to authorize the trustee of 
the poor school fund of Lowndes county, to loan out the said fund 
under certain restrictions ; also to authorize the said trustee to col- 
lect all sums which may be loaned out. 

Ordered, that messrs. Stapleton, Henly and Muncrief, be that 
committee. 

On motion by Mr. Henly, 

Rcsolircd, that the committee on Printing have the bill providing 
for the survey and occupancy of the Cherokee land, printed for 
the benefit of Senate. 

Ordered, that 208 copies of said bill be printed. 

Mr. Williams presented a petition from Tunnel Haden of Stew- 
art county, praying to be relieved from the payment of a judgment 
obtained by scire facias upon the forfeited recognizance of one 
Carrel Ursey of Wilkinson county, for whom the said Tunnel Ha- 
den was security ; and 

Mr. Williams thereupon, submitted :i resolution granting indul- 
gence to said Haden. 

Which was read, and ordered to lie upon the table. 

Mr. Swain laid upon the table the following resolution : 

Resolved, that the Senate will not act further on the bills of- the 
other House, until those from Senate are taken up and passed on — 
ieciprocity being necessary between the two branches in doing the 
public business. 

Mr. Allen, Chairman of the committee on Agriculture and Inter-, 
nal Improvement, in accordance with the directions of the commit- 
tee, made a report upon the Petition of sundry persons from Lin- 
coln and Columbia county, relative to the subject of the course the 
public hands should direct the Petersburg road, either by Lincoln- 
ton or Goshen. 

Which was read and ordered to lie upon the table. 

Mr. Allen, Chairman of the same committee, made the following 
report ; which was read and agreed to : ^ 

The joint committee on Agriculture and Internal Improvement, 
to whom was referred the petition of a number of the citizens of the 
county of Baker, on the subject of the navigation of the Itchawan- 
otchaway creek in said county, beg leave to recommend the adop- 
tion of the following resolution : 

Whereas, the creek Itchawanatchaway, a large tributary of the 
Flint river, which traverses the county of Baker, is represented to 
this General Assembly as navigable for a considerable distance : 
And, whereas, it is highly important to the good citizens of said 
county, that said creek be fully examined, and its condition impro- 
ved, if the same is represented to be practicable; 
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Bt, it ihercfer.e resolved, that Wm. McDaniel, Bcnj. Johnson 
and Richard Loften, or a -majority of them be, and they are hereby 
appointed commissioners to examine into and report to the next 
Legislature of this State upon the condition of said creek, and what 
measures will best conduce to the improvement of the navigation of 
said creek: Provided the county of Baker make them compensa- 
tion for their services, if they should demand such compensation. 

Mr. Allen, Chairman of the same committee, made the following 

eport :

The committee on Agriculture and Internal Improvement, to 
whom was referred the memorial of sundry inhabitants of the county 
of Burke, have had the same under consideration, and Beg leave to-, 
j-epert — 

That the county of Burke, has, -as appears from the documents 
submitted to them, been at more expence in the erection af bridges 
and causeways, than equitably falls to their share ; and the v said 
eounty not having hitherto been benefitted by the monies expended 
by the State, for the improvement of the roads, it is but just and 
reasonable that they should be aided by the State in such works 
and repairs in relation to causeways and bridges, as may be neces- 
sary to be done hereafter in that county. 

They would therefore, recommend the adoption of the following 
resolution : 

Resolved, That the superintendantof roads of the Eastern sec- 
tion, examine the several passways over Brier creek, within the 
county of Burke, and report to the next Legislature, what labor is 
necessary to render passable that creek at all necessary points, so 
that prbvison may be made for executing the work. 

Mr. Ector moved the following as an additional resolution : 
" Apd be it further resolved, That the superintendaiit of Public 
hand* of the western division be required to examine into and re- 
port a§ aforesaid, the expediency and probable expence of building 
a bridge across Flint river at the Flat Shoals." 

Mr. Stewart moved the following as an additional resolution, 
also : 

" Be it therefore resolved, That the superintendent of the 2d, 
section, examine the roads from the different public ferries on the 
Altamaha, across the swamps only ; and report, to the next Legis- 
lature."

The Senate tnoknp the report of tFic joint committee on the State 
of the Republic, as relates to she enforcement of the law making it 
jtennf, under certain; restrictions, for white persons to reside \yUhiu 
the limits »f the Cherokee nation. 

And the same h:mng been read, was agreed to mtammovsly^ and 
19 as follows : 

TheennimHleetowhom was referred so much of his Excellen- 
cy the Governor's cc^wmontcntio-n, as relates to the enforcement of 

the law, making it pemal wilder certain restrictions, for white 
pcrsosas to reside within the limits of tire Cherokee Nation : to- 
gether with she dosmttehts in relation, to thirt subject j have be- 
stowed apan the sui:£yret r s-ueh reflection, and given k such inves- 
'tisatioB, sis its impwrtmiiee- nuerits. It doe snot appear to your coni- 
isjittee, so far »« the people. «>f Georgin are concerned, at all' ne- 
pessary, to es»teir into n defence of this measure" of the Govern- 
ment. Our people with one accord, jour committee believe, ap- 
|>n»v«? boih the policy of the law and the manner of its enforce- 
ment. The policy o>f the State, towards the Cherokee trihe of In- 
dians — in regard to the unsettled lands within her limits, and par- 
ticularly in reference to the missionaries who have made them- 
selves obnoxious to the penalty of the act of the last Legislature ;; 
has been, and sti|l is, already the subject of misrepresentation, and' 
the theme of vituperation. We have been represented, as usurping, 
right*; which belong to the Indians, as exercising dominion ov«r a* 
peoph^ ffee and independent ; and as disregarding the sacred cUars- 
acter artd holy functions of the missionaries of the cross. A re- 
gard t® the moral sense of the people of the Union, and a just res- 
pect to the character of the' State, your committee believe, require,, 
that, upon this subject, facts should be exhibited, and the priiiei* 
pies of adieu, which have governed the state, should be well 1 i*n-» 
deretood. 

By a law of the state, passed at the last session of the General' 
Assembly, all white persons, except agents of the United States, 
are prohibited from residing within its territory, occupied by the 
Cherokecs, unless authorised by licence from the Governor w> his 
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agent, upon taking ^n path to support tlie constitution and laws 
of this State. The right of the state to pass this law, results as a 
necessary consequence, to the right which she lias to the soil and 
jurisdiction, over the Cherokee lands — Her right of jurisdiction is 
co-extensive with her chartered limits, and embraces the persons 
unci things, within those limits. No- enlightened jurist of the pre- 
sent day, no one familiar with the custom, which has governed all 
the states of the Union, who have had Indian tribes within iheir 
limits, or who is conversant with the policy of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, sinco the administration of Mr. Monroe, will for a mo- 
ment doubt, the right of the state, to extend her criminal laws ovrr 
the whole of her chartered limits — this is not a vexed question. — 
At all events, its elucidation, does not constitute a part of the duty, 
of your committee upon the present occasion. 

The reason and necessity of the law, are as obvious as the righ| 
to enact it. A leading object with the General Government has 
been, for many years, the removal of the Cherokee Indians' West 
of the Mississippi. This lias been held by the most benevolent, 
and also, the most distinguished of ou: - statesmen, the only 1 menus 
left to the Government, to save the wretched remnants of this once 
numerous and powerful nation, from moral ruin as individuals, and 
total extinction as a tribe — Year after year, the tribes within the: 
states, have been seen to decrease in numbers, and to sink lower 
find lower in crime, depravity and sin. The parental arm of tho. 
Government, has been extended to their relief, and, the Federal* 
and State Governments, have united their efforts to remove, them 
from their present habitations, and locate them beyond the Missis'-T 
sippi. There, under the protection of the Government, and frte t ~ 
alike from the crimes and the cupidity of the white man, to Jive, 
in their own peculiar way, the happy and lordly masters of the, 
Forest. 

It was an object of peculiar interest to Georgia, to acquire a< 
speedy possession of her Cherokee lands. Too long ha&the Go*, 
vernment delayed to liquidate the Indian possession. She had be* ; 
come justly jealous of her rights, and her people, had become; 
impatient of the restraints imposed by Uie delay of the* Feden'ifc 
Government to fulfil her treaty obligations. The Cherokee tribe? 
had assumed the attitude of an independent nation ; with Gfivern? 
ment and laws distinct from, and independent of the state tfuthorfc; 

ty The discovery qf immense mineral wealth, within the limits 

of the nation, acting upon the avarice and c^puhty of men, had 
brought into the territory, a numerous body of men, lawless, abaiir 
doned, and hostile to the policy of the state. These circuimstan* 
ces imperiously asked of the state decisive and prompt notion, 
and on these accounts, she enacted laws, abrogating the Chero- 
kee Government, making it penal to dig/ gold, and punishing a re- 
sidence within the territory, unless the resident would take an oath 
to observe the constitution and laws of the state. The exclusion 
of all white persons from the Cherokee lands, Was the dictate of 
policy and necessity — It was well ascertained that the efforts of 
whites, resident in the nation, were directed to a prevention of the 
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Femoral of the Indians — They dissuaded tlie Indians frora ami- 
grating, encouraged them in their ideas of independence, misrepre- 
sented the policy and intents of the Government, and thwarted 
by ail the means, within their power, the views of the state. It 
became necessary therefore, that tiie state should abnndon her 
policy and cease her efforts to remove the Indians, or rid herself, 
ofthe selfish, and corrupt whites who hud settled amoinr them. 
Hence the passage of the act, making it penal to reside within 
the limits of the land occupied by the Cherokees, without a li- 
cence, and without taking an oath to ohserve the constitution and' 
Jaws of the state. 7'heoath and the licence, it was thought, would 1 
be a sufficient protection of the policy of the -state, from any at- 
tempts to defeat it, by such as might think proper to remain. To 
such as were well disposed to the benevolent views of the State, 
the oath would he no stumbling block, whilst it would exclude 
such as were hostile to her interest and her policy. And the fact 
of permitting a residence there upon such terms, proves conclusive- 
ly that the law was intended to operate upon such only, as were 
defeating the great objects of the state. Removal of the whites, 
was not so much desired, as the distruction of that influence, which 
wits nt war with the interest of Georgia. 

It is worthy of remark, that the Federal Government, acting 
"in loco parentis" to the Indians, delegated to her Indian agents 
mora power over whites, resident in the nation, than Georgia seeks 
to exercise, in the enforcement of her law. Thay were instruct- 
ed by order from the War Department in the following words : 
J* Yon are to allow *o white person to enter n»d settle on the In- 
dian lands within your agency, who shall not on entering present 
to you, approved testimonials of his good character for industry, 
j[tPAJe»ty aiijd, sobriety ; nor then without the consent of the Indians, 
Aim! if after permission is given under such testimonials, the per- 
son or persons to whom it is given, shall become lazy,, dishonest, 
jntemperate, or in any way setting vicious examples before the In- 
dians; exciting them against each other, or inflaming ijktir jealousy 
£ud ntrpic ioft against the General Government, or any of its acts 
\otcard* t^eyi, or attempting to degrade in their eyes the agents of 
government, thereby destroying their influence over the Indians 
PJ false accusations or otherwise, yon will forthwith order such 
person or persons out of the Indian country." It is here seen, 
that Georgia, in her sovereign character, and in the exercise of 
an indubitable right, has scarcely assumed as much power over 
these persons, as the Federal Government thought proper to com- 
mit to her agents, who were to a great extent irresponsible — Both 
governments had mainly hi view the same object, in the suppres- 
sion of any influence among the Indians, adverse to their benevo- 
lent designs towards them, and yet not a few of those who admit 
and ^istify the measures of the General Government, condemn 
and reprobate the law of this State. Your committee are of opin- 
ion thAt when this matter is understood, it will be admitted that all 
which Georgia has done, was made necessary in order to effect 
the removal of the Indians. 
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Let those too who clamor so much about Indian rights, and who 
weep so much over Indian sufferings, know, that this law was ne- 
cessary to the protection of the persons and property of the In- 
dians, from the violence, the intrigue and the corruptions of the 
whites — Here it is well understood, that white men are the great- 
est enemies to the Indians, whether in the character of the selfish, 
avaricious and ambitious resident within their limits, or the charac- 
ter of the political knave, or canting fanatic without their limits. 
At no time have Indian rights been better protected, and at no time 
has the Cherokee tribe, exhibited mors evidence of peace, q«ii- 
4:1 and protection ; than since the extension of our laws over 
them. The Georgia jurisdiction, has been their shield. Not only 
so, but the law, excluding the whites, was intended to extend and 
dues now extend protection to those who are willing to evade its 
penalties, by complying with its terms, l he laws and character 
of the State, are a guarantee to such, of more of right, than thejr 
aver enjoyed there — By a strange perversion of principle, or a 
wretched ignorance of facts, a mild and benevolent policy has been 
corrupted into the veriest despotism — and that law, which created 
a right for the white man in the Cherokee country, which fie hat 
snot before, and protected him in the enjoyment of it, has been de- 
nounced as arbitrary, unjust and unholy. At no time under the 
intercourse laws, hftvt tlve Indians been so effectually pTotcetted 
and at so little cost, as under the laws of Georgia, x'fcur •oiii* 
mittee have said, that the act of the General Assembly was ueeee- 
,sary to carry into effect the benign policy of the state, in reference^ 
to the Indians, that it operated as a protection to them, from the 
rapacity and violence of the whites, and that so far from its being 
an unwarrantable proscription of them, it actually conferred .pri- 
vileges which, of right, tbey have not before possessed. The lat- 
ter position is made manifest, by adverting to the fact, that before 
the passage of the act, no white citizen, could claim his residence' 
there as matter of right ; but the moment he complied with the 
reasonable requisitions of the law, he became,, ipso facto, entitled 
to such residence and all the benefits it conferred. It is true, thai 
many were upon the soil at the moment of passing the act, but 
their residence w*s assumed, and only tolerated by the state. 
They were only residents at the sufferance of the State. The 
missionaries themselves will not deny, but that their condition, inf 
the Cherokee nation, under She jurisdiction of (leorgia, was great- 
ly preferable, to \vh#t it wit under th«f dominion of the agents of 
ike United States. 

The law which h*s excited so in;ich feeling, among our breth- 
ren of the easterrt states, is; not, partial or exclusive in its opera- 
tion. The " first cjtiven of Georgia, the most abandoned Of the 
refugee adventurer^ for gold* as well rts the meek and Klw abid - 
ing Moravian Missionary, aie within its provisions— all classes, 
att grades, and all professions are alike liable to its penalties'. Our 
laws in this, as well as all other cases, aims at no iudividuaal or in- 
dividuals, uiid recognises no exemptions. And had the most tal- 
ented, or the most dignified of our sons, resided within the limits 
©f our lauds in the possession of the Cherokee Indians, without 
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laving taken the oath ; the law would hare been administered 
upon audi an one, with unsparing rigor and unrelenting severity. 
YouMJeireittittce' therefore, declare that no objection can be urged 
against the State, with any propriety, upon the score of its hie 4 
quality, for the state made all men " equal under the law." 

The law of the last Legislatu?-e, herein adverted to, did not 
According to its provisions, take effect immediately. The com- 
meneelrierit of its operation was fixed, at a time, sufficiently re- 
mote to put all persons interested upon their guard ; and ample 
opportunity was afforded, for a knowledge of its existence and of 
its provisions 1 — No man was entrapped, and all who offended a- 
gawistit sinned against the authority of the state, with a perfect 
know ledge of the consequences. Most of those persons who were 
residents of the Cherokee country, either removed from the State 
or submitted to the requirements of the law. The board of Di 4 
rectors of lite United Brethren's mission at .Salem, believing that 
the object of their mission to the Cherokees, under the peculiar 
circumstances of the state, and the Indians, could not be effected* 
instructed their missionaries to remove from the country. Act- 
ing as 7our committee believe, from a sense of respect to the 
lawB and authorities of Georgia, they were unwilling to interfere 
tyith her kws Or her policy. In the conduct yf these unobtrusive 
and devoted ^missionaries of the Cross, is exhibited in bold re- 
lief, the pure and sublime principles of our holy religion. Some 
tlitfre were however, who refused to remove from our limits and 
Who refused to comply with the conditions of residence, prescrib- 
ed in* the law. These individuals were cither missioners, or 
hersotis who were under their influence and acted under their ad- 
visement; 1 The most conspicuous and talented of these individuals 
ufetho'Rev. S. Worcester and Dr. E. Butler; missionaries of the 
American board of foreign niisisiona. 

These persons had long been conversant with the policy of 
tWGeneral Government* and with the rights as well as the laws 
of Georgia. The law, to whose penalty, they became obnoxious 
was known to them. The law had raised within their hearing, its 
warning voice, and admonished them of their duty; but the Gov- 
ernor of the State, reluctant to euforce upon them, the penalty of 
the law, respecting their sacred profession, and respecting still more 
the ftiosttVoly cause in whicn .they were engaged ; kindly and po- 
liter? and in the spirit of forbearance, warned them, yet again of 
their crinre and invited them away from their own ruin. A per- 
sonal address was made to each of them by his Excellency, and 
ten days given for their removal— all this did -not avail. They 
riot only persisted in their illegal residence, but ventured upon 
iustiftcation of their crime in an address tothe Executive of the 
State- Orders- were then given to arrest them, that they might 
feel the full penalty of our laws "since such was their voluntary 
choice *' They were nrrestAl, tried and convicted, and are now 
inmate's of the state prison, they suffered the melancholy doom,, 
which their perverse obstinacy, or misguided zeal has brought upon

What reproach could be cast upon the state for their conrio 
Viok, and what justification or extenuation can be had for their 
violation of the laws of the state ? None. No man would hesi- 
tate to .pronounce them the wilful perpetrators of their own mis- 
fortune's. J§" it be said that they were residents upon those lands 
by permission of the United States Government, and therefore the 
state had no right to punish them : your committee answer, 
that the Government of the United States, has no power to be- 
stow a ri^ht, which i.s adverse to the rights of Georgia, and that 
this permission was good to them so long as the state acquiesed iit 
■it, and no longer ; and the enacting of the law, making the resi- 
dence criminal, is a declaration of the state's dissent to it. If it 
he said tiiat their residence was by permission of the Indians and 
therefore the state could not make it penal, — your committee an- 
swer ; the Indians, it is true, have a right of occupancy ; but this 
right of occupancy, is personal to themselves and can not he by 
them delagated, to any person whatever-} therefore their consent 
to a residence is no justification. The ultimate fee to the lands, is 
in Georgia, and so far as Georgia and all die World (except 
the Indians) is concerned, she is the absolute, unqualified 
■owner. 

As your committee before remarked, the tight of Jurisdiction is 
'in Georgia, and of consequence there is ho limit t<i her risiit of 
penal enactment. The slate owned the lauds, and it was perfect- 
ly competent for her, to prescribe sucii terms to residence up- 
flii them, as she deemed fit and expedient. It wi!l not be denied 
that the state has the right to prescribe such -conditions to a re- 
sidence, upon the state-house square in the town «f Alillsd-neviUc' 
as she may think fit. So far as all the world, except the Indians, 
is C'lcerued, there is no difference hetwe Mi the tide, which the 
state 1a*s to her state-house square, and her title to tire Cherokee 
lands. In 'eithercase die grant is in her, and can never he divested 
but by tier OWn act. If it is said that tho state did require, the 
missionaries to take an oath, which in conscience they could not 
take, or suffer the penalty of the law ; your committee answer, 
that the state Involved the missionaries in no such desperate di- 
lemma. If the oath was taken it was a voluntary act, and tjie 
oath could have been avoided, by removal from our limits. If the 
penalty was suffered, it was a voluntary art-; which might ha*>e 
been avoided, either by taking the oath, or removing from the lim- 
its. The missionaries were left free to choose 'between the oath, 
the penalty of the ls'w and removal, tmd they chose the penal- 
ty of the !a<5v. Why then should the state he .o&rtsnred for an 
act, which was the result of choice, on the --part of the mis- 
sionaries? and which your committee fear was sought by them, 
either for ttie puqioses of political effect, or to exhibit them- 
selves, to a sympathising fraternity, as sufferers Tor i%hteonsncss' 
sake. 

They surely can fadt claim for themselves exemption from the 
operation of tke Jaws of the state by reason of their profession or 
their vownioij. The laws of Georgia interfere not with the 
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3-*%ious privileges, or conscientious opinions of men— and the 
state lends her aid, to all efforts, for the dissemination of the 
truths of revelation, she is the auxiliary of the missionary, in teach- 
ing the Heathen the great truths of Christianity; ana her con- 
stitution and laws are based upon the principles and doctrines of 
hi in who spake as never man spake. Still the law is no respec- 
ter of persons — and he who violates it, whether Jew or Gentile 
Christian or Infidel, Mahometan or Pagan, must expect to meet 
its sanctions and feel its penalties. It is for the missionaries to 
reconcile their precepts with their practice, and prove to the 
World, that the religion which they profess allows, much less en- 
courages, disobedience, to laws, insubordination, and resistance to 
the powers that be. It remains for them to show that resistance to 
rightful civil authority is either a Christian duty, or a Christian 
privilege — that things which are Cassar's, are not to be rendered 
to Caesar, and that conscientious scruples can defeat the opera- 
tion of laws, or stay the hand of Government. If the opinion 
of every subject, as to the constitutionality of the laws under 
which he lives, can exempt him from their operation, then is 
Government a mockery, and lawgivers, Judges and Governors, 
the merest toys to be sported with according to the whims and ca- 
prices of individuals. In the letters of these persons to the Gov- 
ernor, t*)e reason of their refusal to obey the laws of Georgia, is' 
assigned to be, that they did not believe the stale had the right of 
Jurisdiction over the country, and believing as they did, they could 
3iot do violence to their consciences by taking the oath. Your 
committee believe, that scruples as to the oath, should have re- 
moved all scruples as to their duty to remove* They cannot deny 
the ri"ht of all men, to judge for themselves, of the constitution- 
ality, or propriety of any law ; but it is a new idea, that the law, 
as to such an one so judging, is to fail of its effect and become a 
•nullity. Those who do assume this original, natural right, and 
act upon it, as the missionaries have done, must expect to suf- 
fer as they are suffering, the consequences of their rash judg- 
ment. 

The Rev. S. A. Worcester and Dr. E. Butler, were warned of 
the existence of the law they have violated. They were polite- 
ly invited to remove and time given for their removal. They re- 
sisted the authority of the state, and repelled with disdain, the 
kind offices of the Governor in their behalf. They were arrested, 
defended by enlightened counsel, tried before a court distinguished- 
for its lege! wisdom and its benevolent feeling, and convicted 
and sentenced. Still the authority of the state followed them 
with anxious solicitude to relieve them, still kindness and mercy 
and forbearance, would have stayed the execution of the sentence. 
At the Gate of the Penitentiary, they wijrte met with the offer of 
pardon, upon the easy terms of removal from the territory, or 
taking the oath. This offer they repelled— These overtures of 
rterey they heeded not, and entered the Penitentiary, a living 
monument of fanaticism, political knavery, or egregious folly.— 
Notwithstanding all these things, Georgia has been ranked among 
the Despotisms of the East, and her late benevolent, honest and 
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talented Governor, placed aipong the Neroes, Dionysiuses, and 
Dracos cf infamous memory. From the enlightened, the candid 
and the pious of all parties and all creeds, the state must receive 
a judgment, not only of acquittal of error or crime, but of high com? 
mendalion. 

Resolved, That the committee recommend, and do hereby re- 
commend, to the General Assembly, the printing of forty copies of 
this report, for each member of the state delegation in Congress, 
and that his Excellency the Governor be, and he is hereby request- 
ed to forward to, our delegation in Congress, forty copies each, of 
the ref*ort. 

The Senate took up the report of the committee on Finance, laid 
udon the table the 10th inst. ; and having amended the same, it 
was agreed to, and is as follows : 

The committee on Finance, to whom was referred the Governors 
communication, concerning a report of Col. Joseph Jackson, agent 
for the State, to enquire into and report, on the actings and doings 
of the commissioners of pilotage for the port and city of Savannah, 
(there being no other documents submitted,) have had the same un- 
der consideration, from which it appears, that the said commission- 
ers have deviated from Legislative enactments ; and as no explana 
tion has been rendered, by them, with a view to justify the course 
they have pursued. 

Your committee offer the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the prosecuting officer of the State far the Ifasterfl 
circuit proceed to a judicial investigation of the conduct of the com- 
missioners of pilotage for the city of Savannah, and report the result 
when the business is completed. 

On motion by mr. Towns, 

Resolved, That the Secretary of Senate be authorised to employ 
an enroling clerk, to assist in the performance of the duties of his 
office. 

The Senate then adjourned until 3 o'clock P. M.

pauses therein enumerated, and to empowcf the Mayor of the city 
of Savannah, also, to hold such special or extraordinary courts, and 
to regulate seamen or mariners, and to prevent thejn from being 
harboured or running in debt ; and having spent some time thferein, 
the President resumed the chair, and the bill was reported without 
amendment. 

The Senate took up and agreed to the teport ; the bill was read 
the third time and passed.

Be it resolved, that his Excellency the Governor, bereqoested to> 
have selected two of the best, largest and latest maps cfT the State, 
together with three setts each, of Prince'* and Foster's Digest, and 
Dawson's Compilation of the laws of this State, of the best editions, 
ard cause the same to be transmitted to the Executive of the State 
of New Yprk at the expense of this State. 

Resolved, that his Excellency the Governor, be requested to di- 
rect the Secretary of State to accompany the same vfrith a c»py of 
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these resolutions, expressing the gratification of this State for the 
attention of the State ef New York, and a disposition on our part, 
cordially to reciprocate on all similai occasions. 
Which was read and agreed to. 

Mr. Allen, Chairman of the committee of Agriculture and Inter- 
nal Improvement, to whom was referred the report of Stephen F. 
Miller, the agent appointed under a resolution of the last Legisla- 
ture to effect a full settlement with the cornmisioners of the Oconee 
r.ver below Miiledgeville, together with the accompanying tlocu- 
menu, reported iti accordance with the direction of the commit- 
tee — 

That the agent has properly in the opinion of the committee, 
limited his investigation to the period between the 2d Dec. 1824. at 
which time the funds &; property of the association were ascertained, 
a satisfactory report made thereon to the Legislature, and the creation 
of the new Board by the act of 26th Dec. 182G. By the account 
current, accompanying the report, it appears that the commission- 
er* have had in disposable funds including Bank Stock, $13,901 43, 
and that they hare expended $13,493 37 — leaving a balance in the 
hands of the commissioners of $403 05. The agent remarks that 
the balance against the commissioners, consists chiefly of notes, 
accounts and attorneys receipts, mostly on insolvent persons, and 
all barred by the the statute of limitations, and that he was inform- 
ed by Col. Blount, that no part of the same had been collected. — 
The agent also states that he has inspected a list of these debts, a 
copy of which is appended to his report, marked No. 30, that tliejr 
correspond in amount and discription, with those mentioned in the 
report of 1824, that they are in his opinion the same, and 
that they are the only bad debts which accumulated in the 
hands of the commissioners during their service: admitting that 
the commissioners have done all that could have been reasona- 
bly expected of them in the collection of these debts, there would 
be a halanca in their favor of $143 42 ; but this they do not even 
assert, nor does it appear that all of the above mentioned debts 
were bad, so that the committee cannot assume the settlement to be 
complete until those evidences of debt are more satisfactorily ac- 
counted for; and in no event in the opinion of the committee, could 
die comissioners rightfully charge the State more than the amount of 
the funds placed in their hands: though, it is the opinion of the com- 
mitee under the circumstances as they are presentedin the report of the 
a^ent that a further prosecution of the settlement with the commis- 
sioners, would only result in expense to the State without any cor- 
responding benefit* 

TJse public hands under the control of the commissioners have 
fceetii accounted for to the satisfaction of the committee. 

It appears by the report of Mr. Hines, made to the late Governor 
anS acted on by the last Legislature, that Col. Blount believed he 
had emitted to charge Gen. Blackshear wich $500, paid him by mr. 
Rowland ; it now appears that the transaction took place previous 
to the settlement acted on by the legislature in 1824, and conse- 
quently, in the opinion of the oommittee, must have been account- 



ca tor in that settlement. The committee in conclusion, respectful-' 
Iy, recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved, that the further interference of the Legislature, in re- 
gard to the settlement with the commissioners of the Oconee river, 
rs unnecessary. 

Which was read and agreed to. 

Mr. Allen, Chairman of the same committee, to whom was refer- 
red the report of Washington Poe, Esq. the agent appointed under 
a resolution of the last Legislature to effect a full settlement with the 
commissioners of the Ocmulge river, below Macon also made a report. 

Which was read and ordered to lie upon the table for the pres- 
ent. 

Mr. Nisbet, Chairman of the joint Judiciary committee, to whom 

■was referred so much of the Governor's communication as relates 

o the Small Pox, reported, in obedience to the direction of the 

oinmittee : 
c 

That they have carefully examined the documents furnished the 
commi'tee in relation to the existence of that dreadful disease the 
past spring and summer, in the Creek nation of Indians, bordering 
on our western frontier. That section of our State, indeed the 
State generally was evidently exposed to great danger of the intro- 
duction of that disease among our citizens. The Executive being 
informed of the true danger to wichthe people of the State were expo- 
sed, took early and as efficient means as the Law placed under his 
controul, to prevent its introduction into the State. It is true the 
laws of Quarantine as they now exist may be considered defective. 
The power of establishing regulations under these laws in other 
sections than at the sea ports and river inlets, being in the Execu- 
tive alone, must often breed delay, and much danger in those sec- 
tions where contagious diseases make their appearance. 

But whether any alteration of the present law would not lead to 
morn mischief than at present exists, has been a question with your 
committee. To divest the Executive of the power it now has, and 
vest it in any other body : the Inferior courts of the several coun- 
ties or the corporations of towns, would perhaps lead to an abuse of 
the privilege and a consequential unnecessary expenditure of the 
public money. A prompt a.d prudent exercisa of the po.vers gran- 
ted to the Executive by the acts of the 14th Dec. 1793, the 10th 
Dec. 1803, and the subsequent acts on this subject, but more par- 
ticularly the power of enforcing Quarantine by proclamation grant- 
ed to the Executive in the 10th section of the first above recited act, 
as in the case to which the documents now in the possession of 
your committee refer, will in the opinion of your committee at all 
times, and at all places secure the safety of our citizens. Under these 
considerations, and having nothing particular to recommend for the 
adoption of the Legislature, your committe beg leave to be discharg 
ed from'any further investigation of, or action on the matter. 

Which was read and agreed to. 



Mr. iNisbat, chairman of the same committee, to Which was re- 
ferred a letter from the Surveyor General on the subject of -the sur- 
plus number of district surveyors elected in pursuance of an act of 
the last session of the Legislature ; made a report thereupon.

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When the volunteers were called out under the command of 
Gen. Floyd, the said Thomas Denny joined the army in good 
health, and served his tour of duty faithfully ; hut in the mean time 
had contracted a complaint, which appears from the certificate of 
his physician to be of such a nature as must shortly end his exis- 
tence: he is a poor man and has a helpless family, dependent on 
his exertions for their sustenance. We believe that some timely 
aid will help to smooth his path down through his declining life, 
and from the parental and helping hand which the State has al- 
ways had towards her citizens, and in particular those who have 
suffered in fighting her battles when required of them by her laws, 
we feel authorised in saying that the State will lend her assisting 
hand, and would therefore beg to offer the following resolution :

The object of the memorialist is to call the attention of tlijs Ler 
gislature to the propriety and justness of compensating her for la- 
bour rendered by her husband on the State House, not embraced in 
the specifications of his contract, and for which he has received nq 
compensation. 

To this point the attention of your committee has been especial- 
ly directed. Your committee will frankly acknowledge that in the 
progress of their enquiries they have frequently been embarrassed 
in determining whether the labor claimed as extra work was fairly 
embraced within the terms of the specifications. Your committee 
bowever, feel it due to remark that the testimony taken has been 
chiefly of Mechanics, whose opinions are entitled to respect; and 
which has enabled them to arrive at the following facts : That in 
addition to the work embraced in the original contract, that the 
• aid Birch did perform work and labour other than that contained 
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in the specifications ; that he did sustain a heavy loss io conse- 
quence of the State not furnishing through her contractors* inatari- 
als of a quality and quantity suitable for said improvement; that 
the said Birch was warranted in the performance of certain extra 
work, the same being performed under the immediate superintend- 
ence 'of the civil Engineer of the State : and finally, that the amount 
due the said Birch for extra-work according to the evidence submit- 
ted, is $2559 61, from which sum is to be deducted $1007 61, al- 
ready paid, leaving a balance of $1552, yet due. 

The memorialist represents in respectful terms her present situ- 
ation, and the circumstances that have led to it. She, however 
waives every appeal to the liberality of this Legislature, and only 
asks that the enlightened policy and exaited feelings of justice may 
place her in possession of that reward to which she is entitled by 
the labour of her deceased husband.

That from an examination of the correspondence above men- 
tioned, there is little or no doubt, but that several cases of small pox 
actually did txist, among the Creek Indians contiguous to our fron- 
tier settlements, and but for the timely enforcement of the quaran- 
tine l»w« hy th« late Executive, the energetic measures adopted by 
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Ihe authorities of the town of Columbus, to prevent all intercourse 
between its inhabitants and the persons who were diseased, or had 
been exposed to contagion, this infectious and most destructive of 

all diseases, must have spread ittelf among our people, and thereby 
h.'ivc i'ini!i- jreat ravages. 

Your committee are of opinion that the preventing of this conta- 
gious disease being brought into tins State, is a matter in which the 
whole people are deeply interested, inasmuch, as all would be ex- 
posed to its controlling influence ; and are therefore of opinion, that 
the whole expense incurred in preventing the same, which seems to 
be $904 46, should be paid out of the general funds of the State, 
which has already been done. 

Your committee do further approve of the energetic measures 
■used on the occasion by the various authorities alluded to above, 
to prevent the spreading of this epidemic.

The following report of the military committee Was taken, up 
land read* 

The committee to whom was referred so much of the Governor's . 
communication as relates to the condition of the Militia, ask lea*©, 
to report : 

That they have been induced after some reflection on the sub- 
ject , toconcur generally in the views presented* by the message — 
They are quite satisfied, and they think the conviction if author- 
ized by experience, that the present system of drilling and framing 
the militia, is entirely inefficient for the purpose for whielj H* is de- 
signed — that of imparting to our fellow citizens, who are liafj}$ to 
do militia duty, that knowledge of tractics and' discipline which is 
essential to the public defence. They do not feel that they are 
called upon to support this assertion by argument, believing as 
they do, that they may confidently appeal to the observation ahd 
experience of all those who have given their attention to the sub- 
ject'. The embarrassments under which we labored at the com- 
mencement of the late war with Great Britain from the actual 
•condition of the militia »t that period, cannot have escaped the re- 
collection of any one. If, during the progress of that contest, this 
state of things was improved, it was because many of our citizens 
were called into actual service ; and because individual exertion 
awakened into activity by the calls of patriotism, sought improve- 
ment from all the sources from which it could be derived. The 
continued repose which we have since enjoyed has produced a 
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corresponding relaxation, and with it, a decay of discipline and 
knowledge of tactics. IJow arc they to be revived i In the opin- 
ion of the committee it can only be done by encouraging the for- 
mation of and discipline oi" volunteer corps throughout the State. 
1'he policy of the United States in this regard, is to keep up in 
time of oeace, the mere skeleton of tin army— a few Regiments, 
scarcely sufficient to garrison the various mritaiy posts. But the 
staff of the ninny is retained in the war establishment, and the sys- 
tem iseapahte therefore of being expanded, sis any sudden emer- 
gency n»»y recptire, to meet the exigences of the country. The 
committee believe that a process in some degree similar to this, 
xnny.be applied to the militia through the agency of volunteer corps, 
ami by providing for the instruction of the officers. They look 
toa well dccipluied militia as the only safe defence of a free peo- 
ple; acid would gladly see the citizen soldiers of Georgia attain 
that degree of military skill which can alone qualify them for this 
high office. 

With a view to this desirable result, the committee ask Icare to 
offer the following suggestions t 

Under the existing laws, persons liable to do military duty, are 
caEk'd out at stated periods to attend company, battalion and regi- 
mental parades for the purpose of drill, and an annual parade of 
review and; inspection. These frequent calls upon their time are 
awswored at. much inconvenience to themselves, and without pro-- 
<fociug any corresponding benefit to the public. They operate 
n» at perpetually recurring tax upon the labor and productive ■ in- 
d'uistay of individuals, which is regularly paid by them, but the 
fhait* rf which, are never realized by the community; for these 
womEd consist in the in n prove me »t of discipline-, and Uie increased 

ktMwrfecljje of tractics among the great body of citizen soldiers. 

All tliart is gained to the public is to keep up the staff of the mili- 
tia,, fflmdi Iw ascertain its effective, or more properly, its numerical 
force- These objects may -be attained by a process much more 
simple, and far less Ei'mdensome to those who are liable to milita 
duty — by the mere- enrolment of those who are so liable, and by 
one amnnaf parade of review and inspection. Those who would 
be thus relieved from repeated calls which am now made upon 
their time, would willingly pay a moderate tax, as a commutation 
for the merely useless sej vice which they are now required to ren- 
der. The fund thus raised might be employed in creating a nu- 
merous and effective volunteer force — in providing the .means by 
which they and the staff of. the militia might attain both discipline 
and skdl. Such a corps would receive the requisite organization 
into companies, battalions and regiments: and if necessary, into 
brigades and divisions. It would constitute the nucleus of our 
milnia force ; would be composed of citizen soldiers trained, to the 
use of arms, to military evolutions, and the duties of the camp, 
accustomed to subordination nud discipline — and with officers thus 
instructed, capable of communicating the knowledge which tliey 
had acquired, and of infusing the spirit which they had imbibed:, to 
a nd among the great bodv of the militia, whenever the esigenciftaof 
the country should require these to be calif d ioto, service. 
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The exemption of persons liable to do military from company 
battalion and rigimental parades, would however take from the 
commanders of volunteer corps one of the most efficient means 
which they at present possess of keeping them in force — namely, 
the preference which young and enterprising men give to service in 
such a corps over that of the ordinary militia companies. The puh- 
lic interest also would require that such cops should be multiplied. 
This could only be effected by holding out such inducements as 
would encourage the youth of our country to enrol themselves 
in volunteer companies, and the allowance of these should be made 
to depend on the efficiency of the corps, in members, in discipline, 
and in military skill. 

These inducements might consist — 

1. In the exemption, after a specified term of service, from 
all service in the militia, except in case of war, or insurrection, 
and from the communication tax before referred to. 

2. In the exemption from Jury duty, except in those counties 
where the number of jurors required by law could not he obtain- 
ed without including persons who had performed such service. 

3. In providing arms and music for the several volunteer com- 
panies under such regulations for the safe keeping and return as the 
Legislature may prescribe, and camp equipajre, rations and forage 
during the continuance of 'any encampment required or authorized 
by law. 

The contemplated modification of our militia system would re- 
quire that all the officers of the militia shouid assemble at stated 
periods for the purpose" of instruction; and the last provision ought 
to be extended to them when so assembled. It seems to the com- 
mittee that such a modification of our militia system would great- 
ly tend to improve our means of defence without cost to the State, 
and without burthen to individuals, since those who are liable to 
repeated, and vexatious, (because useless calls upon their time,) 
would gladly, relieve themselves from such calls, by the payment 
of a sum which would not amount to twelve and a half cents for 
each drill, while the fund tln.s provided, being set apart and faith- 
fully applied under the direction of future Legislatures to the sup- 
port and improvement of volunteer corps, and to the instructios 
of the officers of the militia generally, would diffuse through the body 
of tjie militia, a knowledge of :ractics on which we might rely with 
con6dence in any imergency. 

Until the- fund contemplated by this act shall have been raised, 
it will suffice to provide by law for dispensing with the eeinpuuiy, 
battalion and regimental parades, retaining the annual parade of 
review and inspection,, and to encourage as far as may be done 
without the aid of that fund the formation of volunteer corps, re- 
serving it to a future Legislature to give full developement to th e 
system, by applying that fund to the improvement of those corp s 
and to the instruction of the officers of the militia generally. F *

Senator from the county of Lee, "had 'leave of absence 
after Friday next, for the balance of the session. 

The Senate resolved itself into a committee of the whole, mr, 
Wooten in the chair, on the bill of the House of Representatives, to 
alter and amend "an act to authorise the survey and disposition of the 
lands within the limits of Georgia, in the occupancy of the Chero- 
kee tribe of Indians, and all other tin located lands within the limits 
of said state claimed as creek land, and to authorise the Governor 
to call out a military force to protect Surveyors in the discharge of 
their duties, and to provide for the punishment of persons who may 
prevent or attempt to prevent any Surveyor from performing his 
duties as pointed out by this act, or who shall wilfully cut down and 
deface any marked trees, or remove any land mark, which may be 
made in pursuance of this act, and to protect the Indians in the 
peaceable possession of their improvements, and of the lots on which 
they may be situate," passed on the 21st day of Dec. 1830, and 
to order the immediate survey, distribution and occupancy of the 
territory ; and having spent some time therein, the President re- 
sumed the chair, and 

The bill was reported with amendment! 

The Senate took up the report, 

And the first and second sections thereof, having been read and 
agreed to, 

Mr. Nisbet proposed the following as a third section in the re- 
port : 

" And be it further enacted, that it is hereby made the duty of 
his Excellency the Governor, so soon as the entire survey of the 
lands within the Cherokee nation shall be effected and returned ; to 
cause to be laid out and designated by metes bounds and land 
marks, around the town of New Echota, a body of land not ex- 
ceeding in quantity five hundred thousand acres ; and to Cause said 
body of land to be checked off, into lots of 500 acres each ; and so 
soon as the perfect survey of said body of land shall by made, it shall 
be the duty of his Excellency the Governor, to cause the lots of 
land so surveyed as aforesaid, to be, upon some equitable plan di- 
vided among the heads of families, among the Cherokee Indians 
within the limits of Georgia. Each heao* of a family being hereby 
declared to be entitled to one lot — and that the heads of families to 
whom lots of land shall be assigned, under this act, shall use, 
have, hold and enjoy the possession of the same, until it shall be 
by them ceded or relinquished, and so soon as any or all of said 
lots of land shall be ceded or relinquished by the Indians, they shall 
become the unqualified property of the state, subject to such dispo- 
sition as a future Legislature may direct: Provided, that nothing in 
this section shall be so construed, as to authorise any head of family 
of Indians, to sell, lease, farm or rent any lands to which possession 
is given them by this act. 
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And that if upon a survey of said body of land and an ascertain*". 
ment of the number of heads of families among the Cherokees, it 
shall appear that there will not be a lot of land of 500 acres, to 
each head of a family, then his Excellency is hereby empowered to 
cause said body of land so to be divided into lots of such size, as 
shall make the number of lots equal to the whole number of the 
heads of families among said Indians. 

And that the lands herein set apart for the use of the Indians^ 
shall not be subject to be daawn for, and shall not be deposited, in, 
the lottery for that purpose, and that the drawing for the Cherokee 
lauds shall not commence until the survey contemplated by this sec-, 
tion shall have been made. 

And on the question being put, of agreeing to said proposed sec- 
tion, 

The same was decided in the negative.

A communication was received from the Governor by Mr. Well- 
born, his Secretary, informing the President, that the Governor 
had approved and signed a resolution from the Senate, appointing 
Thursday next, at 3 o'clock P M. for the election by the General 
Assembly, of hve Directors for the Bank of Darienj two for the 
Planters Bank, and four Directors for the Bank of the state of 
Georgia* 
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The following report of the committee on Public Education and 
Tree Schools, laid on the table the 13th inst.was taken up, read and 
agreed to. 

The committee on Public Education and Free Schools, have 
examined the several subjects referred to them, which consists of a 
portion of the Governor's communication — the annual report of 
the President and Trustees of Franklin College to the henatus 
Academicus — the reports of each of the Senators of the state, 
and condition of the schools within his peculiar county, and a refer- 
ence from the Representative branch of the Legislature. A de- 
failed report on these, several subjects would involve the committee 
in a prolixity incompatible with legislation. Some consideration 
is deemed necessary to each, and the more especially, as occasion- 
al notices of the condition of the literature of the state, as pro- 
vided by law, may awaken an increased zeal in the community at 
large on the important subject of education. 

In our country every man ought to prepare himself for taking 
a part in her public business. Should lie never aspire to a seat 
in her state or national councils, he yet owes it as a duty to him- 
self and his posterity, to let any talent he may possess appear at 
least in her primary assemblies. Yet for a want of a general dif- 
fusion of liberal education, almost the whole business of our Le- 
gislative Assemblies is abandoned to those whose pursuits make 
them talkers by profession, and who, in the habit of arguing with 
equal interest upon the wrong as upon the right side, lose the 
nice discrimination which ought to be the attribute of the states- 
Irian. 

If this view of our duty be correct, and it is believed it cannot 
be controverted, the committee feel warranted in considering the 
subject of education, the noblest and most important that can en- 
gage the attention of the lawgiver; it lies, in truth, at the basis of 
the whole social system. It affects not only the individual happi- 
ness, the character and usefulness of those who are its objects, 
but it exerts a most powerful and irresistable influence upon the 
government, the laws, and the liberties of communities. No na- 
tion, when the majority of the people is well educated, can remain 
enslaved. No nation, when the great mass is ignorant, can retain 
hs freedom. In proportion to the general intelligence will be the 
force, the wealth, and the influence of a state, audit will be re- 
spected in the exact ratio of the instructed talent it can bring into 
its- negotiations. 

The committee regret to say, that they have seen strong indi- 
cations of a belief that more of learning than will suffice for the 
pursuits prescribed by parents and guardians, or than is absolute- 
ly demanded in the contemplated profession, is worse than useless. 
Divines have deprecated the use of mere human learning in their 
flUvteiai-es-*- Physicians sneered at by their fellows, because thev 
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■ft ere Chemists and zoologists — Lawyers less patronized because 
they were scholars — Merchants who refused liberally educated 
men as clerks ; and parents who have prohibited the study of the 
ancient lan^uag-js and mathematics to boys intended for the count- 
ing-house. Th a gr: at cry in considering systems of education 
as, whore is the good 1 The ends are always mistaken for the 
means ; and it seems almost universally to be forgotten, that ele- 
mentary education is far less intended to qualify for any specific 
pursuit; man to give that deveiopement of mental powers and en- 
ergy, which may lead to usefulness in any, and lay the foundation 
of greatness in that for which the peculiar bent of the genius is 
calculated. Objections like these arc too common to he disre- 
garded, and can be removed only by a general diffusion of intel- 
ligence. 

Xo one who has ever studied mathematics can fail to have 
remarked the improvement of those of his powers which are 
adapted to mercantile life. The whole subject of compound in- 
terest, the c) no i'at- )i of changes o i which every species 
of insurance is founded, pne real principles of stock operations. 
The arbitration of exchanges may be treated mathematically, and in 
this way alone any variable and practical result can be derived. 
The last of these is not vet an object of business in this country ; 
but the time is approaching, when in intelligent hands it will be 
the surest and safest mode of employing capital. 

No one who has watched the manner in which duty is perform- 
ed, by those who are in possession of mental resources to fill the 
hours of idleness, and by those who must for a want of other ob- 
jects of interest apply their waste time to dissipation, would hesi- 
tate between an educated and an ignorant clerk. Who that has 
compared the close and pertinent reasoning of the well educated 
and learned Barrister would hesitate which to choose for his 
counsel? Who that know? the powerful effects of Chemical af- 
finities upon the substances employed as remedies, and the vast 
complexity of the humane machine, would intrust his life to the 
Physician who con:-'! not judge for himself of the chemical, phy- 
sical and even mechanical principles on which the success id' liis 
practice depends ? 'That harm will lie not do to the cause of 
religion, whose diction is barbarous and inelegant, whose taste is 
gross from a want of acquaintance with classic models, who will 
oppose his own interpretation of a text, or even that of his church, 
to the facts which the study of the great book of nature is 
every day bringing to the confirmation and support of revealed 
religion'? 

Franklin College, the fondly cherished Institution, should con- 
tinue to receive the fostering aid of the Legislature. Notwith- 
standing the many reverses which have visited the institution, it 
has now an Organization which ufoniises to fulfil most of the pur- 
poses of a solid and extensive education. The cpijimittec littve 
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tliq most satisfactory assurances, the coM>ibu{ions and appropri- 
ations i'rain time fo time made by the Legislature, have been faith- 
fully and profitably expended. . The College edifice destroyed by 
fire is nearly rebuilt, a new library and mathematical and philoso- 
phical apparatus have been supplied to answer the exigencies of* 
the institution. The committee notice with great gratification the 
zeal, with which the patrons of the College afford a Teal, as well 
as an incidental patronage. The most sanguine friends of the 
College must |iave anticipated. that the embarrassment occasioned 
by the destruction of one of the college edifices, would have de»- 
torred many young men from matriculating. Yet it is true that 
no year since the foundation of the institution has there been a 
greater number of scholars than at present. It is also an addi- 
tional satisfaction that the committee are assured that with the 
progressive state of the repairs of the College edifice, all the nro- 
feesoi'sjnps are now filled with able and efficient professors. Ttyj 
fastidious schoolman will now cease to find cause of dfcrision, aiid 
the pride of the Georgian may escape mortification. 

The committed would respectfully ask one other consideration 
of the legislature. The subjects which are how, and have hitherto 
been taught in tVauklin College, though extensive anxl aolid, 
arc purely elementary. Intelligence cannot be. conceived to exUi, 
without the acquisition of a greater part of them. An education 
afforded by a College or University, siiould not stop at mere ele- 
ments. Higher studies should be introduced to occupy the tiijje 
that intervenos^between youth and manhood, betweeii the years 
when parental caution would exclude the Pupil fro Hi tob close a 
contact, with the world, and those in which a professional noviciate' 
can be entered upon with advantage,' or the society of inen cti- 
joyed. Among such studies st,nnd pre-eminent Grecian Litera- 
ture and the higher branches of Mathematics. The former, bpefts' 
the door to the most perfect Literature the w rid has ever known, 
to the finest models of style, and exquisite instances of taste.— 
The latter are boundless m their applications, and bo much a mat- 
ter of liberal knowledge, that an acquaintance with the^i ma| 
fairly be considered indispensable in every scheme of finished edu- 
cation. 

In adverting to these higher studies, the committee do boj in- 
tend to ask nt present for the creatujzr of suitable pr6^sors| ''* 



for them. The spirit of improvement which so laudibly and f eh- 
thusiastically actuate the commuuity, will eventually discover their 
importance, and the single suggestion df their intimate connec- 
tion with comprehensive intelligence, and the philosophy of ip$K 
tion, will insure siK:h an investigation of their usefulness among 
the G'.iarflians of the literature of the Stiite, »s to carry convict 
tion to the mim! of every one not predetermined to oppose it, that 
s.uch professorrhips are essentially necessary for the more com- 
pete orgawiaation of the College. 



The Committee beg leave respectfully to suggest tli-e impor- 
tance of a thorough acquaintance of the higher branches of Ma- 
thematics to the single subject of Internal Improvement; a sub- 
ject in which we should all be concerned; we should feel an inter- 
est in the investigation of my <>.-,■.■'. ■■,/•!•}• sclicn^ calculated to nw- 
aopolize any of tiie a;lv.u;i ; i^'.-~ . . ;■ ''/./.; ffuni great undertakings,

character, the advantages ultimately u> bu ■:,<,! iv^i from machines, 
wherher propelled, by animal, by s:eam or any other power, on 
rail-way3, ordinary roads, canals or other water courses ; — the 
subject for investigation, as in all other departments of science, 
as the accurate ascertainment of the relation which must always 
exist between an effect, and the cause producing it ; in this en- 
quiry must be ascertained the relation existing between the mass 
to be transported over a certain distance in a given time, and the 
■eause producing that effect. Various circumstances may modify 
these results, and these circumstances no less than the general 
principles themselves, can be estimated with any accuracy fluid 
precision by mathematical science alone* 

Your Committee are not unapprized of the great value arising 
from "a fixed or permanent system of education in our State, where 
afl orders and ranks of society may bo equally entitled to a parti- 
cipation in this blessing. 

It is believed .by your Committee, the plan recommend/ed by the 
%oa'rd of Tfajste^s is not b>ie well calculated to enlist the'good 
feeiihgis of the people. That it is a plan very invidious in its" po- 
licy, Can't be denied, an J wholly violative of the great principles 
of" equality. Therefore, in every appearance well calculated to 
sow seeds of strife and contention in every part of our State. It 
is, nevertheless the fact, the State has heretofore made liberal ch- 
dewments for the education of indigent youth of our State, by 
patronizing schools of almost every description, in every section of 
the State, it is confidently believed by your Committee* tliat novel- 
*y is that kind of attraction which too often supersedes merit And 
it would be more congenial to the spirit of our institutions to 
keep down monopolies of every description, by studiously endea- 
voring' to avoid creating undue ins well as uuucccssarv distinctions 
among our fellow- citizens. * 

Your committee have no hesitancy in believing- the plan recom- 
mended by the board of Trustees, is well calculated to impair 
the confidence of public opinion in our county Academies and 
schools predicated on the poor school pirn,. 'Youf *o&mittce 
furthermore believe that the public funds of the State, which is 
t^deniably the property of all; should not be takec nnd an, n> 
jpnaiad exclusively to such an extravagant extent, to the ben, 
-fit of any oVie- institution, located i^ahy section of co"f 

lttttnitr-16 the. disparagement of other i»tUrtfioi*'^,ia^ mert ^ 



1"our Committee liavc no hesitancy m giving i' as l'mr opin 
ion, that well regulated Academics, accompanied v V it!i the pics- 
ent advantages of the poor school plan i^ one, if u.-rt-ji ered in, 
will redound in incalculable advantages to society at fuire. 

Therefore, yout Committee most respectfully recommend t he- 
following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the sum recommended to be set apart as an an- 
nual permanent endowment for the education ot one poor boy 
from each county in this State, he with-heid, and if any further 
appropriations be necessary to extend the principles of education 
to the poorer classes of our feiiov.'-eitizciis, that it be based on the 
principles of equality, and not those of mere selection or dis- 
tinction. 

A Tabular statement, hereto annexed will exhibit the amount of 
dividends yielded by the Academic and poor school funds; tb.-j pro- 
portions in which they have been distributed, the extent to which 
each county has been endowed, and the number of beneficiaries, 
so far as could be ascertained by the returns from each countv. 
The view here exhibited, although imperfect, will enable the en- 
quirer to calculate prospectively the reliance which his county has 
upon the munificence of the State for time to come. 

The Committee are persuaded that no difference of opinion can 
exist as to the importance of the primary schools in the State, 
and a strict accountability in the disbursement of the poor school 
fund. A uniform method of conducting, managing and instruct- 
ing, cannot fail to give increased usefulness and permanency to 
the primary schools, and ensure that accountability, which thev 
consider vitally important to sustain and extend the munificent in- 
tentions of the Legislature. 
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They recommend the adoption of the resolutions hereto an- 
nexed. 

Resolved, That his Excellency the Governor, be, and he is 
hereby authorized to appoint three suitable persons to form a sys- 
tem of aca:lem;o and pour school instruction as nearly uniform 
as practicable throughout the State, and report to the next meet- 
ing of the Legislature, for their adoption or rejection, as to them 
may seem proper. 

Resolved, that his Excellency the Governor, be, and he is 
hereby authorized to appoint a suitable person to complete, and 
have published in pamphlet form, all the laws and resolutions now 
in force in this State, on the subject of public education and free 
schools, the number of pamphlets to be sufficient to furnish each 
member of the present Legislature one, one for the Inferior Court, 
arrtl one for each Justice of th<> I'eace in each county.

The refereuce from the Representative branch ol' the Legis* 
lature, requesting and enquiring into the expediency of establish- 
ing a State Library at the seat of Govarnmeut, lias been under 
the consideration of the Committee. The convenience, benefit 
and usefulness of an extensive and well selected library at 
the seat of Government seem too obvious to admit of doubt.— 
The want of one, a reproach which should no longer exist. Pro- 
fitable, useful and efficient legislation can only obtain where the 
law makers are intimately acquainted with the operation of the 
laws, and the objects to be attained by them. The first is the re- 
sult of experience, the latter by a careful examination of the en- 
actments of coteitiporaries and predecessors, the last can be ac- 
quired alone by the legends of memory or the records of histo- 
ry. The morality of men changes as circumstances and occasions 
vary. 

Wise and successful legislation must not only be controlled 
by these circumstances, but also by an intimate acquaintance 
with all the principles involved in these circumstances. In 
a government like ours, dependent for its permanency and free- 
dom on the moral sentiment of the governed, it does seem to be 
a position self-evident, that th.; Legislators and the Governors 
should always be in the possession of the means which can carry 
into operation most beneficially, those principles of human action 
which foster and protect the common weal. This obje'-.t can be 
materially advanced by a well selected library; which w >uld not 
only afford facility ami fitness in legislation, and the Wx<'cutive 
part of the Government, but likewise a beneficial amust-. .it-at to 
the Legislators and other officers of the government. It is believed 
that Georgia is the only one of the original confederacy, and the 
only one but three, of the twenty-four states, which does not profit 
by the benefits and facilities of a State Library, or an institution 
of equivalent advantages. 

The Committee report a bill to establish a State Library. 

The following reports on Banks were taken up, severally read and 
agreed to : 

The joint commulee or: Banks, to whom was referred the annual 
statement of the condition of the Central Ban';, respectfully re- 
port, 

That they have thoroughly investigated the affairs of that institu- 
tion, the result of which has been entirely satisfactory; the eviden- 
ces of debt to the Bank — the bills of other Banks owned by the 
Central Bank — the bills of that Bank and the amount of specie in 
its vault, were all found to correspond with the report referred to 
your committee. 

The issues of the Bank have been wtthin the established limits, 
the discounts have been properly distributed to the several counties 



of tlie state, and the sums allowed to individuals have not exceed- 
ed the amounts authorised by lav/. The ability, intelligence, in- 
dustry and zeal of the directors and officers of" the Bank, have 
breti everv where mandVs-'ied in their several departments, and in 
the discharge of their various arduous and responsible and frequent- 
ly delicate duties. Whaiewr may he the difference of opinion 
prevailing as to the policy of such an institution, all who will make 
themselves acquainted with \hs maimer in which the complicated 
and divers ified duties that by law have devolved upon the Central 
Bank, have been discharged, must accord to those who have direct- 
ed its affairs, an entire approbation. 

Whilst the Central Bank shall be conducted in the same spirit, 
and managed with the pame ability that have characterized its 
present administration, the public, for whose use it has been estab- 
lished, must feel that much will be done in the collection of the pub- 
lic revenues and the maintenance of a sound currrency, at the 
same time that n large addition will be made to the annual income 
of the State. 

The notes of the Central Bank in circulation, amount to five 
hundred and eleven thousand nine hundred and ninety-six dollars, 
ifp meet these, there has been provided a fund consisting of f^0,C£G 
in specie, fifty tkousand eight hundred and five dollars in hills of 
the United States Bank and Branches, one hundred and ei»ht 
thousand six hundred and fifty-three dollars in the notes of the 
State Banks. 

It is respectfully represented by your committee, that the salary 
of the Cashier is wholly inadeqnte to his services, duties and respon- 
sibilities. There is no economy more efficient nnd judicious than 
that which declares the laborer worthy of Ids Idee, and which 
gives a lull reward, that a full service may be exacted. 

A resolution is subjoined authorising an increase of th» pay of 
this officer. 

There is in possession of the Central Bank a number of notes 
given by individuals for the purchase of fractions at various periods 
whose places of residence are unknown, if some efficient measure 
be not adopted, these notes cannot he collected. It has been thought 
that if they were authorised to be placed in the hands. If some pro- 
per agent who should he allowed a liberal per centum for search- 
ing out the principals and securities, and collecting the amounts due, 
that something might yet be collected which otherwise must he lost 
to the state. A resolution givmg that power f:> the diiectors of the 
Central Bank is herewith submitted. 

There are in possession of the Central Bank mutilated bills of its 
own, amonntingto five thousand dollars, which your committee re- 
commend be burnt— for that purpose, a resolution is herewith sub- 
mitted.] ■ 
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Resoltieu, that the salary of the Cashier of the Central jOank ha 
raised to two thousand dollars. 

Resolved, that the directors of the Central Bank, be authorised to 
place in the hands of a competent agent for collection, such notes 
as they may have, whose drawers and securities, or whose places of 
residence are unknown; and that such percent he allowed opon all 
monies that may be collected from such persons, as to the said di- 
rectors may appear proper. 

Resolved, that the mutilated notes of the Central Bank now in' 
its possession, be burnt in the presence of the committee on Banks, 
or its sub-committee. 

The committee on Banks has the honor to report that on an ex- 
amination of the annual report of the President of the Marine and 
Fire Insurance Company, it appears that the affairs of that insti- 
tution have been managed judiciously, and with a due regard to the 
interest of the stockholders; the amount of specie, and funds which 
may be converted into specie, are ample, and wonid meet any de- 
mand which could he made upon the Bank. The committee is 
satisfied will) the state of the institution, and believe it fully e.Hitled 
to the confidence of the public. 

The committee on Banks, to whom was referred the annual 
statement of the Ban!-, of Augusta, bey leave to report, 

That on a careful and minute examination of the exhibits, they 
find such evidence of the ability with which the affairs of the Bank, 
hnvv. S-eii en idueted, and of its sound and stable condition, that, 
notwithstanding the ^r'ut depreciation in the real estate belonging 
fn that institution, <>i" |;V>out twenty-nine thousand dollars, and in 
doubtful and baa debts, to the amount of twenty-four thousand ; 
yr.\. vonr committee are of opinion, that this Bank is in a pros- 
perous and fiourishine; eoudhion, and with that ability art! fidel- 
ity with which its affairs have been managed, it eels the approbation 
of your committee, and as such is entitled to the entire confidence 
of the Legislature, and of the people of Georgia. 

T-e committee on Banks, to whom was referred the annual state- 
meat and condition of the Planters Bank of the State of Georgia, 
respectfully report, 

That -y'. {U - ;l mature and careful examination into the fiscal con- 
cerns oi'stul Bank, your committee are fully of opinion, that the 
condition of said institution and the management thereof, as to its 
pecuniary concerns, is highly satisfactory to your committee, and 
deserves the confidence of the Legislature, and the public] nt 
large. 



The committee on Banks, to whom was referred the report or 
the Bank of Columbus, beg leave to report, 

Tiiat after :'. due examination of the co- clitiou of said Bank, they 
find nothing in the management of the affairs of said institution, 
which docs not warrant your i-wmimttee u> saying that the institution 
has Deen well conducted, and is m u sound condition, and is 
entitled to the fuiiest confide nee cf the Legislature, and of the peo- 
ple of Gaorgia. 

The committee on Dunks, to whom was referred the annual ex- 
hibit of the condition of the Merchant's and Planter's Bank of Au- 
gusta, respectfully report, 

That after such an examination into the condition furnished by 
said Bank, your committee are of the opinion that the affairs of that 
institution, as to its pecuniary conc.cn s, is entirely sound, and mer- 
its the confidence and patronage of the Legislature, and the puLIic 
generally. 

The joint committee on Banks, to whom was referred an extract 
of the minutes of the Central Bank of Georgia, in relation to the 
claim of Seaborn Jones, beg 1 ave respectfully to report, 

That they have had the same under consideration, and from all 
the information, that they have been enabled to collect upon the 
subject, they cannot hut believe, that the course pursue^ by the offi- 
cers of the Central Bank, with regard to this subject, is perfectly 
correct. 

Your committee, from information, find that Col. Seaborn Jones, 
received the appointment of the States' Agent, to settle a contract 
entered into between the State ard Col. Bedney Franklin, relative 
to the collection of certain debts then due the state, and that Col. 
Jones received the sum of $44493 75 3-4 cents, and paid into the 
Treasury $42,4-52 51 cents, retaining as his fee $2,041 24 3-4 cts. 
which your committee believe to be ample compensation for the 
services rendered, and therefore believe the claim of Col. Jones to 
be unreasonable, and ought not to be granted. 

The joint committee on Banks, giving the utmost credit to those 
who manage the Macon Bank, and placing the most liberal con- 
struction on their annual statements, feel authorised to say, the in- 
stitution is able to redeem al! the bills it has in circulation", and its 
issues in biJls do not exceed the amount, which strict Banking 
principles allow. 

The foil awing report of the Bank committee, on the condition of 
the Darien Bank, to wit : 

"That the statement of the Dnrkn Bard*, compared with pre- 
vious annual statements, shoes a steady and progressive improve- 
ment in its condition. 

Its means as exhibited appears sufficient to meet all ordinary exi- 
gencies. The committee, however, believe it will yet .-equiie 



^uaiiv years, under the most judicious management, to enable it to 
<lo a business commensurate with its cnpuai slock, And consider- 
ing the present limited business of the [):-.n<:n Bank, it is suggested 
to the Directors to lesson its expenditures, by din;i::isi:it><» tlii. niiin- 
her of its officers, and at all events, it would be exceedingly indis- 
creet to croate new ones. 

It will be seen by the accompanying documents fmns the Execu- 
tive, that the prices demanded by loose of the .-stockholders of the 
Bank of Darien, who have made t. tiers of the sale of their Stock to 
the state, are altogether unreasonable. 

The present condition of the Bank of Darien, together with us 
small dividends, forbid the propriety of purchasing the stock ex- 
cept at a large discount — stockholders must think the state more 
than indifferent to its true interest, if it accept offers so far above 
the market price of the slock." 

Which being read, 

Mr. Wood proposed the following substitute, in lieu of said report, 
to wit : 

c ' That the statement of the Bank of Darien, shows a sound and 
healthy condition, it has re-assumed semi-annual dividends, which 
have lately brought into the coffers of tin- state the -mm of $21,125. 

Tne steady course which it has pursued for some years past, has 
had a tendency to redeem its former character, and place it among 
the cherished institutions of the state ; more especially as it now 
possesses the confidence of the public, and shares its patronage." 

Which was read and agreed to. 

The joint committee, to whom was referred the annual statement 
of the condition of the Bank of the State of Georgia, of the Dari- 
en Bank, of the Savings Bank of Augusta, and of the Augusta In- 
surance and Banking Company, report 

That the statement of the Bankof the State of Georgia, as exhibit- 
ed by the accompanying account current, she vs the said Bank and 
its Branches to be in a sound condition, and that they deserve a 
continuance of that full confidence hitherto placed in them by the 
public. 

The report of the Augusta Savings Bank, from the commence- 
ment of its business to the present lime, gives a detailed statement 
of its operations. 

This differs from ordinary Banks; its object is essentially chari- 
table and with its benevol.-n-,, u rtrf.rds to the imj rovident,pr tcti- 
cal lessons on eeono ny; it holds i;,it no invitetiou to the capitalist 
or office hunter. The ma .a ;i-ni,i,t of this nisntut ,-on reflect? hon- 
or upon its Philanthropic Directors. And in confirmation of the 
disinterestedness with which it has been managed, it is shown that 
its expences from the commencement of its operations to the pre- 
sent time, nearly three years, amount to only twenty-two dollaxg 
«*ui seventy-four centsi 
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That the statement of the Augusta Insurance and Banking Com- 
pany, exhibits available means " on brief notice" adequate to nil 
current demands. The promptitude with which it settled late un- 
common losses, entitle it to the highest praise. 

As the Augusta Insurance and Banking Company, tinder the 
privileges of its Charter, both issues hills and insures on property, 
the committee would have been better satisfied, if its statement had 
been accompanied with the amount of its risks on Insurances; for 
in addition to its Bank liabilities, it is equally bound to meet losses 
on insurances. 

The report of the joint .Military committee made to the Senate 
en the 6th iust. and again read and l«:d upon the table, on the I9th 
ins*.

The tax on Baiik Sicca is put down less than what has been 
paid into tne Tivasm y the pn»i year, beeau e the committee be- 
lieve Cnnk Stock entitled under the law of 1639, to a reduction of 
25 per cent. 

By the .-ever.!! revivals from 3817' to l.~-'30, the act of IS IT is re- 
vived for i.he puKin;:d year IS31. The tax then levied upon the 
capital stock of Banks, is the same raised by the act of 1817, and 
the revival oi the act. of IoI7, by the net id" iS30, adopts for the 
year 1831 the same tax required by the act of 1317. The tax up- 
on Bank Si >ck dee the v >tnte for 1631, is therefore a tax levied bv 
the act of ISjT and i ; the sixth section of this act, it is enacted, 
l: that the taxes to he levied by this act shall be reduced at and 
after the rate of 25 p-a- cant.'"'

Your committee nave also ex, 
amined°a list of tax collectors in arrear, and find Unit from the 
Year 1803 to the vear 18-29; fifty-nine tax collectors (whose names 
are herewith transmitted) are in default to the amount ot £,4<,.J08 
65 cents, which is believed to be desperate. 

On referrin" to the land lottery books, it will be perceived, tha 
several of the°se defaulting collectors have drawn land ; and no 
doubt many of their securities have drawn land also: Your com- 
mittee would recommend in such cases in execution in favour ot 
the State, being older than any other against such persons, or their 
securities or either of them, that such lands, by order ot his Lx- 
ceUency the Governor.be granted and sold for the benefit of the 
Se, and that the proceeds of the sale after deducting the legal 
expenses, be placed to the credit of such defaulters. 

The known vigilence and industry of the Comptroller General 
is confidently relied upon by your committee as a pledge tha he 
wil Tse ever/effort in his "power to close as speedily & P^ly to 
u a tatP as possible those long outstanding debts, of which she 
fas b en mosrshfmefuHy defrauded by a gross violation ,tf the p£ 
Tic confidence hitherto reposed by the people of the several cot Be 



tiesia tiie numerous tax collectors, whose n.um-i, arc uppeiuied Ui 
this report ; and which your committee request may he published 
iii the Journals of the present session. 

Much inconvenience is experience d in consequence of the irregu- 
larity of tax receivers in transmitting their digests of taxable proper- 
ty to the Comptroller General's Department. 

Your committee would recommend that the receivers of tax re- 
turns be required to deposit their digests in the Comptroller's Office 
by a certain day, under the same penalties in cases of default, as 
are now by law imposed or. collectors. 
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Your committee to whom was referred the annual report of the 
Treasurer for the political vear ISol, have carefully compared the 
same with the vouchers ann entries in that department, and found 
them to correspond, and to bo kept in a style highly creditable 
to that officer. 

Your committee have also examined the 'nooks of the Treasurer. 
from the first to the twentieth day of the present month (Novem- 
ber) both inclusive, and find them correct The receipts i-ver th<> 
expenditures of the same period, amount to the sum of .$11,578 (10 
Gents, which sum added to the balance in tin.' Treasury on the, 
twenty-first dav of October last, to wit: $£(j,2Gl 49 cents, amounts 
to A97,840 09 cents, from which sum is to ! e deducted, one bill on 
the State Bank raised from one dollar to $.0, .md one counterfeit 
ten dollar bi.l on the Bank of August: 1 , amounting to iweiity dol- 
lars, which when deducted from Ihe current amount, leaves ,s'J7- 
520 09 cents, mostly composed of bills on chartered banks ; to 
which is to be added ten thousand dollars of stock in the Bank of 
the State of Georgia, and $2,787 73 cents of paper medium; mak- 
ing an aggregate of $110,607 82 cents ; ail of which has been 
turned o ,7 er by the former incumbent to John Williams, Escp the 
present Treasurer. 

Your committee would respectfully recommend that the annua 
reports of the Treasurer and Comptroller General, together with 
the abstracts of warrants drawn by the Executive upon the Trea- 
sury, he published in the Jounals of the present session.

produce great expence to the State, but probably produce disrrgan- 
ization of plantations and improvements of farmers; the expence of 
which would fall upon the county where such injury takes place — if 
the desires of tiis petitioners .\ ere to be acquiesced in, and a sur- 
ve'v to be ordered, it would produce great delay in the progress of 
the road which would operate injuriously to the interest of the upper 
counties, through winch the said public road passes. Under all 
the circumstances, it would not be advisable to grant the prayer of 
the petitioners, until a more full and correct information is had, 
shewing the importance and necessity of the change of roads.

Mr. Wood, from the committee appointed to enquire into the char- 
acter of the waters of the river Akamaha, and its tributary streams, 
and whether they are not the rightful channels through which the 
commerce of central Georgia, ought to flow, together with such 
other matters as may be connected with the subject, submitted the 
following report : 

The comittee, have had the above reso'hiti on nmlcr consideration, 
and viewing the enquiry as embracing matters worthy of thesarious 
attention of the citizens of Georgia, beg leave to precede the inves- 
tigation of this subject, by expressing their astonishment, at the 
studied silence which hitherto has been observed, ns to the real im- 
portance of the river Altamaha, but especially to that section of 
country, whose particular interests are so evidently identified, with 
its tributary streams. Nor can they refrain from remarking, that 
while the more visionary schemes, hare been spread before the 
public, self interest has adroitly employed the most delusive glosses, 
for the purpose of profiting the few, at the expeuce of the uiaay; 

While the subject of Internal Improvement has been prescaled hi 
a variety of aspects, it has struck your committee, that the piniit 
dictates of common sense have been lost sight «f, and :ili of die 
plans suggested, meist eveu&snto in tfrie expenditure of immense 
suuif of money, without any bem-liciai result, it is ccrttsinJy trae* 
that many stales in the Union, among which our <*:»» amy he. 
classed, are to a. certain decree, susceptible of some improvemcNt,* 
but few or rather Home are so fortunate in locution as the state of 
New York : the great prototype, who the advocates tu itueruai Im- 
provement, are constantly trumpeting as a« example, always keep- 
in«- out of view, a material fact, the failure m the ajsalogyi 

The first great question to be decided, is, whether or not," lh6 ri- 
vers of Georgia, which flow from the mountains t> the ocean, are 
tar<re enou«h and susceptible of internal navigations to answer nil 
cur domestic |?uirposes ? Secdmt, whether the jtr<iihicts of the coun- 
try, arc of such an increasing value, as to justify the expenditure of 
immense sums, cither on rail roads t-.r crtm-ds, exclusively to bciteSt 
one part of the state, at the expence of ail the rest, ciHiseqitently, 
layin" 1 the citizen nncoYiueeied with this ijiterfcst^ under contribu- 
tion to answer this particular purpose. The rsj.-sp of the st;»i« pre- 
sents, iii bold relief, the r ivcT Akamaha and its tributary streams, as 
the natural channel.; through which the commerce of centr;d Ucor- 
<da oiiiiht. rightfully to iiow : running through the middle of the 
&tate : 'being "" ei»ui-J distant, from the Savainiah river one side, and 
the Chattahoochee on the other. — it must be conceded that every 
principle of justice dictates, that the trade of tin; adjacent country, 
04i"ht not to he withdrawn from this central channel : that it ought 
not to be forced, or . deluded hy extraneous considerations, to an 
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extreme corner of the state, solely because a location had been 
made there at the first sellement of the country: besides.'.it is now uni- 
versally admitted, that the more you shorten the land carriage to 
chat by water conveyance, in the same degree you diminish the dis- 
bursement and cheapen tiie transportation to the ocean, and con- 
sequently, the interest of the grower of the raw material, as well as 
jthe consumer of foreign merchandize, is benefitted. 

Again, on a reference to the map, it appears, that Milledgeville 
and "Macon are situated at the head of the navigation of two of 
these streams, and it is also well known, that these towns collect 
nearly half the cotton made in the state — that a considerable popu- 
lation is supplied with foreign imports, through them, at a great 
economical saving, in comparison to a conveyance by land. At 
these places it is only to embark the raw material, and the descend- 
in"- stream, wafts it in sight of the sea ; while manuel labor in pole" 
boats, or by the agency of steam, the resistance of the same cur-s 
rent is overcome, in transporting to the interior, merchandize, and 
especially, the bulky article of salt, one of first necessity. It is 
ihrouo'h these rivers that a large proportion of these bulky articles 
are transported, and as an instance of the capacity of both, large 
steam boats have ascended to Milledgeville, and last winter, the 
Pendleton, carrying ?0Q bales, descended from Macon.. 

The committee challenge contradiction to the facts here stated, 
and if true, carry along with them the irresistable conviction, that 
the centre of the state, possesses already, an advantageous water 
channel, adequate to all its wants. This being a solemn truth, can 
any pretend to insult the sober judgment of our citizens, by assert- 
ing the deficiency of natural channels, as a reason for creatine ar- 
tificial ones : whence then this parade about Internal Improvement? 
whence the necessity of Conventions assembled to meet in grave 
consultation, to unite interests obviously tied together by a rope of 
sand, while sectional jealousies demonstrate that human efforts, 
which contravene the works of God, should sink under their own 
imbecility :* Why then the necessity of drawing on the Treasury to 
make canals or rail roads, which can never realize the proposed 
end. Ought not one abortive attempt, which has cost the state al- 
ready, the enormous sum of ninety-four thousand dollars, say the 
Savannah and Ogcchee Canal, open the eyes of the people of Geor- 
gia 1 May it not be asked, if the money in the Treasury is not com- 
mon property, and ought it not, in strict justice, to be laid out for 
the common good ; but certainly not squandered, in an effort to 
build up one city iu the state, at the expense of all the rest. Sooner 
than such a system should he adopted, rather let the public treasur 
ry be equally divided among oi.r citizens, and each do what lie 
pleases with his own. 

Froni this summary view, is it not evident that the Altamaha in 
the centre, and the Savannah and Chattahoochee rivers, (both na- 
vigable) on either side, furnishes a convenient, safe and cheap mode 
ol conveyance for all the purposes of commerce, and that it would 
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be contrary to every principle of equity of policy, to endeavour by 
Legislative enactments, to violate, not only the interest of a large 

portion of the community, but the laws of nature. 

That species of Internal Improvement, best adapted to the Wants 
of the interior, ought to be resorted to, and which is to make good 
roads along the sides of the navigable rivers above alluded to, so 
as to facilitate the laud carriage in seasons of drought; next to lay 
out and make new roads, from all the heads of boating navigation) 
leading into the rich of fertile lands of the Westward. 

Another subject connected with this inquiry has been submitted^ 
your committee alludes to that, whether there is a competent site 
for a commercial depot, at the foot of this great river ; and they 
cannot illustrate the fact better, than by recalling to the considera- 
tion of the Senate, part of a report, which was presented on this 
identical question, at the last session, which is as follows :— 
" Whether the city and port of Darien, at the faot of the Akamai 
La, does possess all tiie advantages required for a commercial cltyi 
Facts are stubborn things, let them speak for themselves.— 
The city of Darien stands on a high, dry, and commanding 
bluff, on the North side of the river and about 12 miles distant from 
the Ocean, with a good navigable river leading fronaone to the other. 
Doboy Bar, the inlet from the sea, has on it, at low water 11 feet, 
and at spring tides, over IS feet, and vessels drawing 16 feet water 
liave gone safe over it. Here it is worthy of remark, that this bar, 
is equal in point of depth of water, to either Charleston or NeviT 
Orleans, both of which are considerable commercial cities* 

Having thus established the capacity of Darien, as a commercial 
depot, it must become the duty of the committee to state, as a de- 
monstrable truth, that a very large portion of the state appears, ge* 
o-'faphically connected with Darien ; on a reference again to the 
inap, we discover that there are thirty-seven counties, many im- 
mediately on, or contiguous to these three rivers, or from interest 
and particular circumstances, connected with the future prosperity 
of Darien, whenever flourishing, as a seaport ; consequently, m 
point of territorial affinity, she has strong and powerful claims on 
the patronage of the Legislature: Further, to do but justice and 
strengthen tl.ese claims, additional facts present themselves, which 
shalfbe barely stated, and every one left to draw his own infetett* 
ces The last season, between 60 and 70,000 bales of cotton de- 
fended those three rivers, and passed Darien coas tw.se to other 
ports; while on the other hand, avast quantity of foreign niwh«n, ; 
di^e ascended the river from Darien for the supply of the interior* 
among which the bulky article of salt, made one .item, for the ex* 
elusive supply of nn immense back country. Milledgeville, Macoii 
and other contiguous places, derived great advantages from the 
water conveyance. The disbursement or, the entra transit of cot* 
ton abne, Cost the upland Planter upwards of $3o,000 ; and on 
merchandize brought to Darien from other ports, to aseend tho n- 
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ter tke expense is about the same, say *3o,000, odd malunR aft 
IcIutI charge against the producer and consume ot from 60 to 
•70 000 to this amount must bo added, th« disbursements on >i 
lame volume of produce, consisting of hoe, N-n Uiand cotton a ho 
Sugar crrown in the vicinity of Darien; and to the southward ot it, 
which' in sending abroad in search of a purchaser, there is from 5 to 
25 per cent paid : so that there is no douht, but the agriculturalists 
of the large section of country he-'" '»="* ' o, withthe.consumers, 
are laid under a contribution of at least $100,000, for want of mer- 
cantile operations being carried on at the foot of the Altama* 
ha. 

One instance alone shall he cited, to show among others, the 
correct statement of facts which are connected with this subject 

The roessrs. Young's, the last winter, loaded two ships at Darien, 
one carried 1000, and the other 1500 bags of cotton ; they both 
went over Doboy inlet, and arrived safe at Liverpool. Now where 
two vessels of the size of those could load and navigate, others 
may also do the same. From the preceding view of this subject, 
it may be fairly inferred, that once the locality of Darien is known 
and appreciated, it must become the mart for the trade of the up 
country, and the place fron whence all the cotton, and other pro- 
ducts from the interior, will be exported, as well as the Sea Island 
cotton, rice, sugar, lumber, stock and bread stuffs of the adjacent 
lands; under the impression of the truths here delineated, your 
committee beg leave to recommend the following resolutions : 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Georgia, in General Assembly met, and it is resolved 
by the authority of the same, that the importance of the river Alta- 
maha,as a means of transporting the products of a very large tract 
of country, amounting to nearly half the state, to a market, and 
furnishing foreign supplies, demand the speeial attention of the 
Legislature. 

Be it further resolved by the authority aforesaid, that it appears 
that the city of Darien, at the foot of the river Altamalm, posses- 
ses from nature, ample facilities for a commercial chy, and one 
-which it is the interest of the state to patronize,

A FEMALE IMPOSTER. 

In a letter of the Baltimore correspondent of the Boston 
Atlas, of recent date, we find the following :— 

'We have had among us for some time, a woman, who 
represents herself to be a widow of Dr. W., of Havana ; 
sisterof alieutenant in our navy, and a native of South 
Carolina; who is travelling through the country for the 
purpose of seeing all our public institutions, of observing 
our customs and manners; and with the intention of writ- 
ing a book, which is to be printed by the Harpers, of New 
York, after she leaves the country — because, as she says, 
"shewould notventure toprinl itwhilst sheremained in the 
States." You may have observed a notice of her in a let- 
ter from Schenectady, in the N. Y. Tribune — representing 
her to be "about forty, and not very prepossessing." — 
Tastes will differ about this. She came hereabout three 
weeks ago, stopped at the Eutaw House; left there and 
went to the Exchange, then removed to the Fountain Inn, 
and is now quartered upon some one else. She has in her 
possession letters fr«m various public men in the country, 
and if they all be genuine, she has one from the Mayor of 
New York, Postmaster Page, of Philadelphia; Governor 
Shunk, of Pennsylvania; Gov. Call, of Florida; and several 
other public functionaries. She seeks for introduction on 
the strength of these letters— and then on second, some- 
times first sight, presents a letter "regretting the necessi- 
ty," etc., "disappointed in not getting money," and con- 
cludes by asking a loan of sixty or seventy dollars, 
"which she will return with interest and gratitude." In 
this way she has applied to some twenty or more of our 
citizens— but the publication in the Tribune saved all of 
them from being fleeced, except perhaps, a too good na- 
tured clergyman, 'who could nc't.helpgiviughei- something 
though he ueite veil her to bean imposter.' Slie did me 
the honor to select me as one of her intended victims, but 
only got into me for hack hire to one of our public in- 
stitutions. Others were touched more heavily in the same 
way — but so far, the principal sufferers by her are the ho- 
tel keepers. 

It appears that she started in this game of swindling 
some two years ago, if not before; for the Louisville Jour- 
nal, I see, says she was thereabout that time, telling the 
same story, and borrowing money on the same pretences. 

The same individual was in this city last winter, when 
she did Mr. McCardle, the then editor of the Tropic, the 
honor of selecting him as a victim. She senthimanote 
requesting an in tervie w at the Waverly House , where she 
was then staying, and when he called, presented sundry 
letters of introduction from gentlemen of high character, 
among others, one from Gov. Jones, of Tennessee, and 
one from Albert Pike, Esq., of Arkansas. The demand for 
a loan sufficient to carry her to San Augustine, in Florida, 
followed immediately. She represented herself as the 
widow of a Dr. Wilson, of Havana, and sister to a lieu- 
tenant in the American navy, who she then said was on 
board of, or had been ordered to, he sloop of war St. Ma- 
rys. Our predecessor, was disposed to do anything in his 
power to assist a lady in distress, but the story of the 
brother in the navy, induced him to make some inquiry, 
when he ascertained that no such name was to be found 
on the navy roll ! He then declined to give the required 
aid, and the Widow Wilson remained some three weeks 
longer, when a few humane individuals who had been 
imposed upon by her representations, raised about $75 for 
her, with which she left, to prey upon other and more gul 
lible communities. She professed to have a book in pre- 
paration, but strictly refused to submit any portion of it to 
the inspection of those she sought to fleece. She scrib- 
bled verses with considerable facility, but wasnotremark- 
able for intelligence or good looks. She is, we should 
say, about 40 years old, with a hatchet face, fairish hair, 
pinched up nose and pucking mouth. She is, beyond
